They May Have Been the Ancient Gold 
Workings at Rhodesia. 
Nhodesia, that province of British 
Africa lying between the Zambezi and 
the Limpopo rivers, has considerable 
deposits of gold, The ancients mined 
and carried away enormous quantities 
of the precious metal, but under the 
scientific mining systems of the pres- 
ent day their operations will be greatly 

furpassed 

It has been thought that Rhodesta 
“it land of Ophir, the land 
of the mysterious “King Solomon's 
mines,” but this theory is strongly 
combated by some investigators, The 
ancient gold workings are the busis of 
modern workings. For every ten 
square miles of Rhodesia, it is stated, 
there was one ancient mine—that is, 
there are 7h workings—whiech

75,000 old 
means that a stupendous wealth was 
dug out of the earth before the days of 
Cecil Rhodes. Much of this wealth 
must have gone to the north and east 
It was probably wrought into the 
crown of the Queen of Sheba and filled 
the coffers of Solomon 

The ancient smelting 
said still to be of easy recognition 
They are sunk Into the “floor.” The 
furnace blowpipes are made of the 
finest granite powder cement, and the 
nozzles of the blowpipes are covered 
with splashes of gold. The linings of 
the holes are covered with specks of 
gold. When the first lining became 
worn by the heat a fresh lining of ce 
ment of an excellent quality, which 
has outlasted time, was smeared round 
on top of the old lining. It is said 
that one can take an old lining, split 
off the layers with a knife and find 
gold splashes in abundance, 

The tools of the ancient workers 
which have so far been discovered tn 
clude a small soapstone hammer and 
burnishing stones of water worn rock, 
to which gold still adheres. There are 
evidences that the ancients carried on 
an extensive industry in the manufac 
ture of gold ornaments and utensils.

There is probably no 
ible historical paraltel 
hibited by the career of Seipio Afr 
‘anus, the hero of the second Punte 
war, and the Duke of Wellington, the 
onqueror of Napoleon 

Hach was descended from an ancient 
and noble family. Each was the 
second greatest soldier of his age, 
pitted in a life and death struggie 
against the greatest, As Scipio was 
to Hannibal so was Wellington to 
Napoleon, Hannibal threatened the 
very existence of Rome; Napoleon was 
on a fair way to become the master 
of Burope 

Again, Spain was the center of the 
most splendid achievements of both 
commanders, The victories of Scipio 
In Spain are too well known to need 
recapitulation, and Wellington's tri 
umphs in the peninsular war form one 
of the commonplaces of history 
Neither of these great generals met 
his arch-adversary until the final and 
decisive battles—Zama and Waterloo 
respectively. And the result of both 
battles was exile to the defeated 
chiefs. Hannibal retired to Ephesus; 
Napoleon was deported to St. Lelena, 
But the parallel does not end here 
Both Scipio and Wellington exchanged 
i military for a political career And 
here the same fate pursued them.

SAYINGS OF MAKK TWAIN. 


Bright Things That Are Rarely Cred- 
ited to the Humorist. 
There has been complaint that every 


zood story gets accredited to Mark 
Twain witheut his having really de 
served it, but Professor Archibald 


Henderson in his book ‘Mark Twain" 
points out that actually many of the 
best known common sayings first cre- 
ated by Mark Twain are very rarely 
credited to him. Ilis sayings in 
“Pudd'nhead Wilson's Calendar,” such 
as “the cauliflower is nothing but enb- 
bage with a college education’ are 
generally known as written by Mark 
Twain, but there are others of which 
this is not true. 

Some of his best sayings are apropos 
of the cheerful custom of lying—for 
Instance: “Truth is our most valuable 
possession, Let us economize it.” 
“Never tell a lie—except for practice” 
is not so well known as the more popu- 
lar “When in doubt tell the truth.” 
Professor Henderson comments. that 
of the latter maxim Mark Twain de- 
elared that he never expected it te 
be applied to himself. It was for 
other people. When he was in doubt 
himself he used sagacity. Perhaps his 
best summary is: ‘Never waste a lie! 
You can't tell when you may need it.” 

A catchword emanating from Mark 
Twain is, “Be virtuous and you will 
be eccentric.” Another is that “there 
isn’t a parallel of latitude but thinks 
it would have been the equator if it 
had had its rights. There {s some- 
thing pecullarly American in his warn- 
ing to girls not to marry—that is, not 
to excess. To VProfessor Henderson 
Mark Twain made a remark likely to 
rank with the best of his sayings now 
that it has been published. Professor 


Henderson was advised before under- 
going a surgical operation, “Console 


yourself with the reflection that you 
are giving the doctor pleasure and 
that he is getting paid for it.” 

Of the hundreds of Twain sayings 
none is better known than one often 
attributed to Andrew Carnegie, “Put 
all your eggs in one basket—and then 
watch that basket.” 


MAKING SHOT. 
The Tower Process Used Only For the 
Smaller Sizes. 

The tower process of making shot 
was invented by Willlam Watts, a 
plumber of Bristol, England, in 1769. 
His tower was “built by sawing a 
squire hole in the center of the various 
floors of his house and locating a well 
in the cellar, into which the globules 
of molten lead dropped and were in 
stantly cooled and hardened. Watts 


secured a patent in 1782 and sold his | 


London rights in 1800 for $48,665. 
His tower is still in use, although it 

has been heightened by the addition of 

several stories, The Jead when molten 


js poured into a sieve-like receptacle 
at the top of the tower, and these | 
molten drops, falling into the well, | 
120 feet below, form the shot, which 
fre then passed through a polishing 
grader. They are then spilled from a 


hopper on to an inclined plane, the per 
fect shot running on a second plane, 
while the imperfect drop through an 
opening between. The shot pass over 
four series of planes, and only the per- 
fect reach the last plane. 

A larger size than BBB cannot be 
made by this process. The larger 
sizes, including shrapnel, are made by 
two different processes. In the me 
dium size s wire of the proper ma 
terial is fed Into a machine whieh 
mashes it into «a ribbon shape and 
punches irregular formed shot. The 


largest are made by pouring the metal | 


Into long bullet molds, which, in cool- 
ing, form irregular shot. The various 
sizes are then placed, euch by itself, 
in gins, which are revolved for six 
hours, when the shot come out perfect- 
ly smooth spheres.—Boston Globe.

Their Velocity the Highest Known 
Speed of Matter In Motion. 

The earth travels in its orbit round 
the sun nineteen miles a second, The 
sun itself, like all the other stars, has 
its own proper motion through space. 
Some authorities have calculated its 
speed at twelve miles a second. <A 
few stars move more slowly than this, 
others much more rapidly, Arcturus 
maintains a speed of not less than 100

But the speeds of the heavenly bod 
ies are slow compared with the mo- 
tions of the tiniest known particles of 
matter, The sun would seem to stand 
sul could we compare its velocity with 
that of the radium “rays.” ‘These ra- 
diatious are produced by successive ex- 
of tiny groups of the tiny 
atoms of radium. The “alpha rays,” 
being themselves intinitesimal frag:

world. There is hardly time in two 
seconds for you to think the journey. 

The highest measured speed, how- 
ever, Is not the speed of matter, but 
the speed of that etheric vibration 
which we eall light.

They Have Curious and Strenv- 
ous Methods of Teaching. 


AMAZING FEATS OF MEMORY. 


For Years the Pupils Are Kept “Get- 
ting by Heart” Books of Which They 
Have No Understanding, After 
Which Comes the Explanation. 


A Chinese schoolboy sets off one fine 
morning when seven or eight years 
old to enter on his instructional course, 
Ile makes the most profound obelsance 


to his teacher. His parents provide 
the table at which and the stool on 
which he sits. They also supply the 


“four precious articles,” the ink slab, 
the ink cake, the pen or brush for writ- 
ing and the paper. 

He will have no need at first of the 
writing materials, all his time being 
employed in memorizing the books 
given him Perhaps a dozen boys, 
each a class by himself, are busy on 
his entry. Each is shouting his task 


at the top of his voice, the teacher 
sitting at his table in all the som- 
nolent wakefulness of a judge. No 
wrong pronunciation or intonation es 
capes his practiced ear, and correc- 
tion is frequent. 

It is a simple country house, with 


its earthen floor, its unglazed windows 
and its air of utter poverty, Our 
young hopeful, says the National Re- 
view, in due time fs introduced to the 
“Trimetrical Classic’ and the ques 
tionable statement, whieh forms its 
very threshold, that ‘men at birth are 
radically good,” so set in elassical 
form that he has no more idea of its 
meaning than if it were In Greek.

As if the books themselves were not 
of sufficient difficulty, there are end- 
less commentaries after the fashion of 
our own on the Bible or Shakespeare. 
The “Great Learning” provides illus- 
trations of virtue, aims at the constant 
renewal of good and so at the attain- 
ment of the highest excellence. Its 
ideal is a righteous government over a 
tranquil and happy people. The “Doce- 
trine of the Mean” {is more strictly in- 
dividualistic. Correct conduct in every 
stage of life is its subject. 

The chief competitive examinations 
are three in number. ‘The first, for 
the Situsai, or B. A. degree, is held at 
the prefectural city; the second, the 
Ku-jen, or M, A., at the provincial 
eapital, and the third, the Tsin-shi, 
or LL. D., at Peking. In one or other 
of these the clever youth whose ca- 
reer we are following may possibly 
find himself in a peculiar position as 
competitor with his own father or even 
his grandfather, who, with more per- 
severance than luck or brains, keeps

founder of mesmerism, was a German 


physician of Merseberg. His thesis 
setting forth the sclence of mesmer- 
ism Was published in 1766. Mesmer 


contended that the heavenly bodies dif- 
fused through the universe a subtle 
fluid. which acts on the nervous sys 
tem of all animated beings and espe 
cially upon that of man. He gained a 
great number of followers and realized 
a splendid fortune. A committee of 
physicians and “philosophers” inves- 
tigated his pretensions, which were 
finally exposed in 1784. Notwithstand- 


ing this, however, Mesmer continued 
to have many friends and followers, 
so great was the personal “magnet- 


ism” of the man.

The Destruction of Portland, Me., 
In Colonial Days. 


ACT OF AN ENGLISH OFFICER. 


A Royalist Woman's Wiles Caused the 
Annihilation of the City and Saved 


Portsmouth, N. H., For Which Port- | 


land's Fate Had Been Planned. 


One of the causes of the Revolution 
ary war, and quite as important a one 
as the stamp act, was the wanton de- 
struction of the city of Portland, Me., 
then part of the town of Falmouth. 

It was sald that the patriots might 
have forgiven Lexington and Concord, 
but that the razing of this town, which 
had been peaceably inelined until then, 
incensed the colonies beyond measure 
One prompt result was the immediate 
formation of a Maine regiment which 
was added to the meager forces of the 
Continental army, 

Not so generally known, however, is 
the tradition that it was due to the 
fascinations of a beautiful woman 
that Portland was destroyed and an- 
other town preserved, 

When the British commander, Cap 
tain Mowatt, on board his flagship, the 
Canceau, anchored with his fleet In 
Portland's inner harbor, he did not re 
veal to her citizens that the unscrupu 
lous little god of love had been his 
pilot. Instead, on a bright October 
morning in 1775, he ran up the royal 
ensign on his fleet and at 9 o'clock 
began a bombardment that lasted un 


interruptedly until 6 o'clock at night. | 


Portland was unprepared for such a 
visitation, and there was no attempt 
nt defense, the inhabitants simply 
swarming the streets with their ox 
carts and horses and attempting to 
seek safety by flight to the open coun- 
try back from the water front. 

So close did the usssiling vessels ap- 
proach that under cover of the bom- 
bardment they landed sailors who per 
vaded town, setting fire to such 
buildings as had escaped damage from 
hot shot and exploding bombs. Before

Captain Mowatt had completed the sac- | 


rifice he desired to lay before love's 
shrine three-quarters of the town was 
totally including the 
nicipal 
brary, fire engine houses, warehouses, 
wharfs and shipping. 

All that he left was a handful of the 
hovels, every residence of im 
being bombarded or set on 
fire and 5,000 inhabitants left shel 
terless at the upproach of winter 
‘To make it practically certain that aid 
could not come 
ter he destroyed all but one wharf and 
took with him on his departure all the 
vessels anchored in the harbor that 
had been spared from the torch. 

Truly be had a glorious bonfire and 
in explanation he exhibited instrue- 
tions which read: “Come opposite the 
town with all possible expedition, and 
there burn, sink and destroy,” but the 
gossips of the time said that these or- 
ders originally related to Portsmouth, 
N. H1., and that it was due to a woman 
that they were not curried out as writ- 
ten.

Curious Way of Catching Fish. 

Indians of Bolivia have a pecullar 
method of going fishing. A writer in 
the Geographical Journal says: “They 
use the milk of the ‘manuna’ or ‘soli- 
man’ tree, the scientific name of which 
is, I think, THura crepitans, of the 
euphorbia genus, for catching fish. I 
went with some of the Indians to a 
lagoon in the forest, Tere, floating on 
the surface of the water, perfectly 
allve and yet absolutely unable to get 
away, were fish of all kinds, big and 
small, from whieh they selected the 
most palatable for food, The mill is 
merely poured into the water, and is 
it spreads every fish which comes in 
contact with it becomes paralyzed and 
yet is not affected as food, Moreover, 
the effect appears to last for several 
days without killing the fish. The milk 
is also used as a cure for toothache, as 
a caustic and for the purpose of sui- 
elde, for which a teaspoonful is em- 
ployed. As a poison they say the re- 
sults are painful.” 


Rulers of England. 

The first to rule over all England was 
Egbert, king of Wessex, who united 
all the various petty kingdoms and be- 
came king of England in S827 The 
greater kingdom was disrupted 
S78 to 958, when the Danes ruled north 
of the Thames. In the latter year King 
Edgar reunited the kingdom, and since 
that time it has never been partitioned, 
Between Edmund Ironside (016) and 
Edward the Confessor (1042) three 
Danish kings ruled all England—Ca- 
hute, Harold 1. and Hardicanute, The 
first king of Great Britain was James 
I, (1603), The first king of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
was George IIL. From the conquest of 
lveland in 1172 by Henry II. the kings 
of England were styled Lord of Ireland 
until the assumption of the tithe king 
ef Ireland by Henry VIIL,, and there 
ufter this title was used until the act 
of union in 1801, The imperial soyer- 
elguty of India was assumed by Queen 
Victoria, 


Like a Scene From the Middle Ages. 
The oldest and largest university in 
the world is Bl-Azhar at Catro, Pound 
ed in 975, it has been from the start a 
national institution, the khedive being 
the rector. The minimum age of en 
trunce is fifteen, and the applicant 
must know balf the Koran by heart, if 
blind the whole Koran, and be able to 
read and write. The curriculum con-

Contempo- 
rary to Cleero was Ascleplades, a 
Greek physician, who strongly advo- 
cated this idea, and 1,000 years after 
his day Ibn Sina, philosopher and 
medical sage, argued the virtues of 
temporary abstinence on the ground 
that it came easier than constant mod- 
aration.

Even the Democratic 
papers have adopted a friendly tone 
This was well shown by an editoriai 
article In the Boston Post tuo whick 
this statement was made: 
“Frothingham Able, Conaclentious, 

Clean" 

“Governor Foss himself 
a political blunder when he announced 
on the night of the primaries: ‘| went 
to bed when | heard that Frothingham 
had won his nomination i am not 
enough interested to make any corn 
ments,’ That was neither courteous, 
dignitied——-nor wise. 

“Some of the speakers at the Dem- 
ocratic convention made a mistake In 
belittling and abusing Mr Frothing- 
ham and now a part of the Democratic 
press Is continuing the same cosuy

Frothingham and Luce Start Well 

Phe campaign started off very 
well. Lieutenant Governor Frothing- 
ham and Robert Luce, the candidate 
for lieutenant governor, both 
making telling speeches on the stump 
in various parts of the commonwealth. 
Mr popular as 
any man who has been on the ticket 
in recent years. Both have the sup- 
port of a vast body of energetic, thor- 
oughbred young men throughout the 
state, Hoth seem to be winning votes 
wherever they go. 

It is said that the liquor interests 
are not favorable to Mr Luce and that 
they will endeavor to defeat him. It 
is understood that they do not propose 
to make an open tight, but that they 
will wage a very quiet campaign 
against his election because of 
which he cust when a membel 
of the Legislature.

ing to buy his election, it appears 
from records at the state house that 
last year Mr, Foss himself spent $37, - 
000 for his own élection while Froth- 
Ingham spent only $1050. 

This is the usual kind of a Foss 
campaign. He fooled yoters last year, 
but there is plenty of evidence to war- 
rant the conclusion that he will have 
some difficulty in fooling them a sec 
ond time. He is evidently trying to 
make a Campaign which will attract 
lo himself the labor vote of the state,

SPAIN’'S NATIONAL ANTHEM. 


‘La Marcha Realle’ Was Composed lny 
Frederick the Great. 

Frederick the Great was the com- 
poser of the Spanish national anthem 
Frederick's ambitions were varied, He 
performed on the flute. He desired to 
be thought a poet. Te quoted Latin, 
but his quotations would have made 
Cieero stare and gasp, During that 
remarkable friendship which existed 
between him and Voltaire the author 
of the “Henrinde’ exclaimed with de- 
rision, “Soo the dirty Hnen T have to 
wish,” holding up Frederick's manu- 
script, which had been sent him to re- 
vise. In the field the great warrior 
earried about his own poems tn his 
pocket and a bottle of poison, so that 
he should not be taken alive, Menzel's 
picture depicts the king with his flute, 
and Bach dedicated to him one of his 
compositions 

The story of the composition of the 
Spanish national anthem is full of tn 
terest, A little while after the conelu- 
sion of the Seven Years’ war Frederick 
at a court reception to the surprise of 
every one produced a march which he 
had composed, The Spanish ambassa- 
dor, both a musician and courtier, 
asked for a copy to send to his royal 
muster, Charles TI, That monarch 
admired the piece, and it was often 
heard at the Mscurial, After a time it 
was Inid aside and almost forgotten, 
In 1860, after the deposition of Isabel- 
la, Marshal Serraino instituted a com- 
petition among composers for a nation. 
al anthem, 500) compositions 
were sent in, but none of them was so 
fnspiring as Frederick's march, which 
had been exhumed from the archives, 
This was chosen and is today known 
as “La Marcha Realle.”’—London Globe,

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Whale Extract. 

It is said that the flesh of both the 
shark apd the whale (which latter, 
however, cannot, of course, be proper- 
ly classified as a fish) are largely utl- 
lized In northern Europe for the prep 
aration of a fish extract that resem- 
bles in some respects the popular ex- 
tracts of beef, being at the same time 
far cheaper. All fishy flavor is elim- 
inated by ehemical processes, and the 
extract is valuable for the foundation 
of and in general cookery. 
Whale meat is very nutritious, but its 
excessive amount of fat renders it un- 
palatable to most persons. So this fat 
is removed before the extract is boiled 
down to a sirupy consistence and seal- 
ed in jars. In many of the fish facto 
ries of Norway a ‘fish meal’ is made 
that is eaten extensively by the na 
tions of northern Europe. In these 
several ways fish which were former- 
ly rejected as being unfit for food are 
being utilized to the advantage of 
many.—Sclentific American,

Behringer was overjoyed 
by so rich a find and had no suspicion 
of the trick, although many of the fos 
sils were of a very grotesque charac 
ter. Tle took his treasures home, made 
elaborate drawings of them and wrote 
a minute description of each, as well 
as an exhaustive commentary filled 
with Ingenious and plausible theories 
When he bad published the book the 
jokers confessed, and then, of course, 
the professor did his utmost to sup 
ovess the work.

DRESDEN CHINA, 
Ite Three Periods and the Marke the 
Pieces Bear. 

Dresden china began its reign at the 
fair of Leipzig, 1721, where it was of- 
fered for public sale for the first time 
It has had three perlods—King's, Mar 
roline und modern, 

The factory marks traced on the bot 
tom of each plece vary according to 
the period—the oldest (King's) being 
the Monogram A, R. and the wand of 
Acvulaplus. The famillar crossed 
sWwol With the dot or circle between 
the handles, were first used in 1721, 
and the star took the place of the dot 
In the Marcoline period, The modern 
mark 1s the simple crossed swords, 
sometimes accompanied by letters and 
numbers, 

Although the methods of work are 
KU] jealously guarded in all factories, 
the essentials are an open secret, and 
the following rough outline may satis- 
fy the lazily cufious: The Ingredients 
of porcelain are kaolin feldspar, sand 
and selenite. These are ground fine 
and mixed in Mmewater. The paste 
is then molded into forms and fired in 
an oven of moderate heat. When tak- 
en out it is in an opaque state and is 
then dipped in the glaze, which is feld- 
spar ground fine, with a little alkali. 
It is now subjected to a firing of great 
heat, which results in the beautiful 
polished surface so familiar the world 
over, 

This second firing {s attended with 
tisk, for if the piece is allowed to re- 
matin beyond the exact proper moment 
the whole melts together and is ruined. 


SEASICKNESS. 


It Is Not Beneficial, and In Rare Cases 
It Causes Death. 

In the Hght of modern Intelligence 
the once popular idea that seasickness 
was of real benefit to the sufferer and 
that {t never terminated fatally has 
been exploded. Not only is this mala- 
dy to be guarded against by every 
means possible, but it is even to be 
dreaded by those who are not over 
robust as leading to possible fatal re- 
sults. 

The old fashioned notion that a good 
dose of seasickness was beneficial was 
due wholly to the fact that upon re- 
covery the victim of mal de mer is 
usually so delighted that he is apt to 
Imagine that he never felt better in 
his life, while feeling normal again is 
merely so great a contrast to the ex- 
ceedingly wretched condition which 
this disorder brings about that ex- 
aggeration of one's feelings is the 
most natural thing in the world. Sea- 
sickness is far from pleasant. It Is 
not beneficial, and in rare cases it 
terminates fatally, 

There is one consolation, however, 
that with the growth of the size of 
ships and the increase of speed travel- 
ers ure to a certain extent insured 
against It or if attacked are certain 
that their sufferings will be short.- 
Marine Journal, 

The Art of Poisoning. 

Professional polsoners arose early in 
our era. It is recorded that Agrippinn 
(A. ID. 26) refused to eat apples at the 
table of her father-in-law, Tiberius, 
through fear of poison. The notorious 
Locusta flourished in that epoch. It 
is charged that she supplied with ap- 
propriate directions the poison by 
which Agrippina rid herself of Clau- 
dius. She also furnished the polson 
that was administered to Britannicus 
by order of Nero. This crime was 
committed in quite a conventional 
manner. The Romans were accustom- 
ed to drink hot water at table, but the 
same temperature did not appeal to 
all, <A slave offered hot water to Bri- 
tannicus. “Too hot,” he remarked. 
The slave added cold water. Britan- 
nicus drank, gasped once or twice and 
died. The cold water was polsoned 
elther with a cyanide or,with prussic 
acid.

Ambassadors and 
ther envoys of foreign powers were 
tuet ut Gravesend by the lord mayor 
tnd his aldermen and taken by river 
iu progress to Tower stairs. 
The regular route westward was by 
tiver to Putney, thence by road across 
Putney heath. 

“That way went Wolsey when de 
prived of the great seal, traveling 
from York House to Escher in dis- 
grace, until he fell in with the king's 
messenger on the heath and knew he 
was his master’s man once more. Ina 
Inter age the entry into London of 
Catharine of Braganza, the consort of 
Charles Il, was 1 memorable example 
of the river pageant. 

“In old days the city roads were 
markets rather than thoroughfares, so 
that even if anybody wished to go 
from one part of the city to another 
he went by river, for the ronds were 
quigmires in bad weather and at all 
mes haunted by highwaymen and 
footpads. Pepys, that type of the pa 
triotic permanent official, always used 
the river. Such phrases as ‘by water 
to Whitehall’ and ‘so by water home 
constantly occur in his diary. 

“In Queen Anne’s reign there were 
40,000 watermen plying for hire on the 
Thames and over a hundred ‘stairs,’ 
or landing places, in London proper. 
These watermen were the ‘cabbies’ of 
that nge. The really curious thing is 
that the Thames was still a main 
thoroughfare less than a century ago 
Not until 1857 did the lord mayor's 
show proceed to Westminster other- 
wise than by water.”

How It Feels to Soar Aloft In a 
Balloon or Aeroplane. 


ALL SENSE OF HEIGHT LOST. 


Consequently There Is No Feeling of 
Dizzinesr or Giddiness, and After 
Rising a Few Hundred Feet There Is 
No Sensation of Speed. 


Comparatively few persons can 
look down fram a great height without 
a creepy sensation running through 
the nerves and chasing down the spine 
and one would naturally think these 
unpleasant symptoms would be In- 
tensified if Ofe were to rise several 
hundreds of feet in the air in a flying 
machine But that iden is a mistake. 
according to Mr. Charles C. Turner 
in an article in the Pall Mall Maga- 
zine, in which he tells how beginners 
fare taught the use of the aeroplane 
and describes the sensations of flight 
He says: 

“The manner in which a course of 
flight lessons begins depends chiefly 
on the weather. If it is fine and calm 
a pupil fs at once taken out for pas 
fenger flights, sitting behind the 
teacher or lheside him, according to 
the type of machine, and having noth 
ing to think nbout except the novelty 
of his experiences and the new aspect 
in which he sees familiar things 

“His first flight is a great event in 
the career of the pupil, and when it 
is over be is anxious for the next 
His estimate of the difficulties that lie 
before him is more modest, and he is 
ready to besiege his instructor with 
questions. He climbed into the pas. 
senger’s seit and gripped the stanch 
fons with both hands. He need not 
bave gripped them quite so bard, for 
he soon found thut the motion of the 
machine was not in the least disturb 
ing. 

“To start it a mechanie stood behind 
the main planes and gave the propel 
ler a turn, und suddenly the engine 
was giving out a tremendous roar snd 
making the machine vibrate. Other 
mechanics were bolding on to the tail 
booms to prevent the aeroplane from 
shooting forward before the pilot was 
ready. 

“But almost immediately the pas 
senger observed the pilot hold up ope 
hand as a signal, and on the instant 
the machine plunged forward over the 
ground like n swift motorcar. Before 
he had time to observe and note his 
feelings the sensations had changed. 
The machine was traveling forward 
with perfect smoothness, the noise of 
the engine had curiously softened

“Flying has been compared to many 
things, but in truth no comparison is 
good.

“There is no sense of traveling at a 
great height. There is not the slight 
est danger of giddiness. To me this 
gave no surprise, for, as every bal- 
loonist knows, it matters not whether 
he looks down from 20 or 2,000 feet— 
the sensation of height is absent. 

“To take my own case, I cannot look 
down a 100 foot cliff for many sec- 
onds before feeling unsafe, but I can 
look down from a balloon that is two 
miles above ground and can gaze at 
the scene below for half an hour with 
It is the experience of 
every ueroniut.

“Yaughan told me to tell you that 
you couldn't have any more liquor 
from him till you paid for the last you 
got."—Emmett C. King in Bookman, 
OLD PERSIAN RUGS. 
They Retain Their Sheen 
Spite of Their Great Age. 

If you have ever seen a Persian rug 
fifty old older which had 
been used only in its native countrys 
you have doubtless observed that. 
though made of wool, it had the sheen 
of velvet. This was due partly to the 
excellence of the dyes and the work 
manshi{y, but partly also to the fact 
that tt bad never known the touch of 
a shoe, but bad been walked over in 
stockinged feet. If a man should en- 
ter your drawing room and stand on 
the sofa and upholstered chairs it 
would appear no more outrageous to 
you than it does to a Persian to walk 
with shoes upon his rug. 

It seems impossible that such a 
beautiful thing as a Perstan rug should 
be produced on the rudest of looms.

These are 
produced from the rare metal titanftum

and when eombined with silleon or 
carbon so as to form a silicide or bo 
ride of titanium it matches the dla 


mond itself in hardness, |

feal properties, and it Is the character 
istic element in the beautiful red and 
brown crystals of rutile. These, in the 
shape of needles, are sometimes found 


penetrating large white quartz crys- 
tals, forming gems that the French

STRIPPED THE LOUVRE. 


Restitution of Works of Art After Na- 
poleon's Downfall. 

The Louvre has known u still blacker 
day than that on which "La Glocondo 
was abstracted. This was Sept. 25. 
1815, when formal restitution had to 


be made of the pictures looted during 


the conquests of Napoleon, Commis 
sioners attended from fourteen differ 
ent states. The lion's share was 
tained, curiously enough, by the rep 
resentative of Cassel, who 
no fewer than 421 pictures. Austria 
recovered 823, Spain 284, Holland 
210 and Prussia 119, Altogether 
2,065 pictures were removed, together 
with a number of statues, bas-reliefs, 
bronzes, wood carvings, cameos and 
enamels, 

Sir Walter Scott in his “Life of 
Napoleon” gives a graphic account of 
the removal of the masterpieces, which 
were being frantically copied by en 
thustastic students until the last mo 
ment before their departure. Thanks 
to the exertions of Buron Denon, who | 
Was then director of the Louvre, a 
certain number of stolen pictures were 
retained, among these being the finest | 
example of Paolo Veronese extant, | 
“The Marriage at Cana.” ‘The gallery, 
however, was left with only 270 ple- | 
tures und remained closed until the

Rise and Fall of a Tremendous 
Gamble In England. 


| STARTED UNDER QUEEN BESS 


The First One Was “Without Any 
Blancks, Contayning Good Prices, as 
Wel of Redy Money as of Plate and 
Certaine Sorts of Marchaundizes.” 


Though it is certain that the custom 
of holding lotteries was practiced in 
European countries as far back as the 


middie of the fifteenth century, It 
seems that this particular idea was 
unknown in England until more than 
100 years later. The lottery, in fact, 
appears to have been jneluded among 
those many other important things, 
both good and bud, that were tIntro- 


duced to public notice during the reign 


of Queen Elizabeth, it being her maj 


esty’s express command that. this 
ready means for “raising the wind" 
on behalf of the state finances was 
adopted 

The first English lottery must have 


taken a good deal of arranging, owing, 
no doubt, to the fact that the people 
of that day required a certain amount 
of education in this form of gambling, 
for although the idea was first brought 
forward 


In the year 1556 (in Mary's 
reign), the actual drawing did not 
take place until three years later. 

One of the original bills of Queen 
Elizabeth’s lottery has fortunately 


been preserved, printed in black letter 
and measuring five feet tn length and 


one and one-half feet wide. It begins 
by announcing “A very rich Lotterle 
Generall, without any blancks, con- 


tayning o number of good prices (sic), 
as wel of redy money as of plate and 
certaine sorts of marchaundizes, hav- 
ing ben valued and priced by the com- 
maundement of the Queene’s most ex- 
cellent majestie men expert and 
skilful,” and goes on to say that “the 
same lotterie is erected by her majes- 
ties order to the intent that such com- 
moditie as muy chaunce to arise there- 
of, after the borne, may be 
converted towardes the reparation of 
the havens and strength of the Realme 
and toward such other publique good 
workes." There were something like

30,000 prizes in this gigantic venture, 
of which the first was of the value of 
£5,000, while the entrance fee was 


only “two shillings and six pens.” 
James |. lent “speciall) favoure” 
to a lottery whose object was “the 
present plantation of English colonies

£5,000 in money, “besides rewardes of 
casualitie,” the tickets being drawn 
“in a new built house at the west end 
of Paul's the h of June, 1612.”

OUR SENSITIVE PLANET. 


Constant Changes In the Shane of the 
Earth's Crust. 


One naturally thinks of the earth's 
crust as being exceedingly solid and 
stable, except perbaps in volcanic re 
glons where eurthquakes are of fre 
quent ocenrrence As a matter of 
fact, bowever, the shell of our planet 


is extremely sensitive and most deli 
tately balanced, so that under the in 
fluences of causes that seem altogeth 
er insignificant in comparison with the 
gigantic bulk and weight of the earth 
it yields and fluctuates in a most 
nmazing manner 

To an eye so placed as to be capa 
ble of taking in at one comprehensive 
glance the whole round outline of the 
globe it would not appear of precisely 
the same shape during an entire day 
or even an bour. Most of the changes 
referred to are, of course, very slight 
when compared with the size of the 
earth itself, 

The operation of atmospheric and 
oceanic and other similar causes is 
continually bringing about changes in 
the shape of the earth's crust. One 
of the most Interesting of the agencies 
whereby such alterations are effected

Rough and Smooth Surfaces. 

The seeming miracle of insects walk-

elation, in his book on “The Lore of 
the Honeybee.” Insects owe such pow- 
er, it appears, to an ingenious device 
which is well illustrated in the foot of 
the bee.

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THE ELECTION. 


The Republican Party in this 
State experienced the surprise of 
their lives in the result of last 
Tuesday's annual election. To 
employ a somewhat hackneyed 
expression it wae like a lightning 
bolt from a clear sky. Hardly a 
sane man in either party enter- 
tained a shadow of doubt but that 
Frothingham would be elected by 
an overwhelming majority. Up 
to the hour of closing the polls 
the betting in Boston was 5 to 1 
that he would win the race hands 
down, and when the returns were 
all in and it was found that Foss 
had beaten him by over 8,000 
plurality the Republicans all over 
the State were dumbfounded. 

True Frothingham was a weak 
candidate but the Party managers 
believed him strong enough to 
more than overcome the uupopu- 
larity of Governor Foss, in which 
they were sadly mistaken. He 
was undoubtedly the candidate of 
the Republican State Committee 
which would have proved a handi- 
cap for a much better man for the 
high office. 

Fortunately, Robert Luce, the 
Republican candidate for Lieu- 
tenant Governor, was elected by 
3,399 plurality, and the balance of 
the ticket pulled through in good 
shape. 

Of course, as usual, all sorts of 
reasons are given for the defeat of 
Frothingham, none of which will 
hold water, except that he was 
short on votes. 

An analysis of the vote seems 
to show clearly that the Milk Bill 
Veto elected Foss. He relied on 
that and it proved no broken reed. 
Prompt to obey the mandates of 
the Republican State Committee 
recent Legislatures have taken 
their cue from them, as was the 
case in enacting the obnoxious 
Milk Bill which Governor Foss 
vetoed. 

This suggests the enquiry 
whether or not a reorganization of 
the Committee from top to bottom 
would prove beneficial to the Re- 
publican Party? It is apparent 
from the vote of last Tuesday that 
the rank and file no longer obey 
the dictates of the Committee, and 
it is fair to infer that the masses 
think the present organization at 
Headquarters has outlived its use- 
fulness.

The vote cast in this city is 
given on another page of the 
JOURNAL. 

No especial imterest was mani- 
fested in the election of the Guber- 
natorial candidates as the falling 
off of nearly 150 votes from last 
year proved.

Without casting any unjust re- 
flections on the present Adminis- 
tration we would respectfully sug- 
gest that n change from Mayor 
down be effected by the Voters at 
the next city election. It cannot 
be denied that Mayor Murray has 
had a fair share of the honors and 
emoluments of the office, nor that 
his usefulness in it has been on 
the wane for more than a year. 
On these points there are prob- 
ably no two opinions existing out- 
side of professional political circles. 
Many instances might be cited 
where he has failed utterly to em- 
brace opportunities to promote 
the best interests of the city and 
opposed measures calculated for 
the public weal. ‘The friction be- 
tween him and the Council has 
proved detrimental in many in- 
stances during the yeur to the wel- 
fare und prosperity of the city; 
and his administration as Chair- 
man of the Board of Public Works 
has not commended itself to the 
good judgment and approval of the 
taxpayers.

~ Phases of Woburn History. 


The Pertod Between 1857 and 1861. 


BY WILLIAM R. CUTTER 


I, 


Still further exeitement oo the case 
of Rev. A. S. Nickerson, who, after 
inuch trouble, was ordained an evan- 
Relist over the Congregational Church 
at North Woburn, ia proclaimed in an 
article in the Wonurn Jounnat, of 
pl te of April 10, 1858. The 
Paper ol Crat issue said he had re 
inoved trom the scene of his labora, the 
time having expired for which he wan 
engaged, and the Society had declined 
to enter into are engagement with him. 
The paper atated that he had entered, 
it he was not driven, into another re- 
ligious denomination. The paper would 
take bo responsibility in the matter, 
and admite that it was not acquainted 
with all the circumstances, and con- 
cludes by quoting an article from a 


Boston newspaper, entitled, ‘Driven 
into Unitarianism.” 

A word aa to the biography of Mr. 
Nickerson, whose experience at North 
Woburn created so much furor at this 
time, 

Alpheus Sanford Nickerson was a 
graduate of Andover Theological Sem- 
inary in 1857, and ordained at North 
Woburn Feb, 2, 1858, where he wus 
actiug pastor in 1857 and 1858. Mr. 
Nickerson was born at South Dennia, 
Maas., April 29, 1881, and wan grad- 
uated at Amberat College in 1854. His 
proclivities were therefore, up to his 
stay io North Woburn, of the ortho 
dox order, then much more Calviniastic 
io its direction than now. He, how 
ever, as already intimated, joined the 
Unitarian denomination, and was pas- 
tor of churches of that sect in Chelsea, 
Sterling, Melrose, Stoneham and Ply- 
mouth and also other places. He wus 
living. without charge, in South Dennie

March’s ehurch from its organizaticn 
was 77 years; of its members during a 
period of thirty years preceding 1818, 
aud already deceased, was 76 2.3 
Seventy-four members of 126 received 
thirty years ago, remain as living 
members of the church. ‘T'weuty two 
members were then living whose mem-— 
bership dated back 40 years or more. 

Old people in Woburn were numer 
ous. One member of the church who 
deceased in 1857, had sung in the 
choir for 25 years. Other leading 
singers had served in that capacity for 
25 to 80 years, and the one person 
who had served as organist since the 
year 1849, when the organ was built, 
still served, having never been absent 
from his post but one Sabbath during 
that time. 

Much more is said, in that eonnect- 
ion, and regarding the young people. 
‘‘And this, so old fashioned, conser- 
vative, and patriarchal town within ten 
miles of Boston, with which it com- 
municates every day by six trains, aud 
has such intimate and active business 
relutions, as to demand about 150 
season tickets for travel on the railroad. 

‘*As might be expected in acommunity 
of such steady habits, none of its busi- 
ness men have failed during the late 
Crisis, and from the resident inhabi- 
tants of the town, the cry of suffering 
poverty has not been heard.” 

Kerosene lamps — then a vew thing— 
came into use in Woburn in February 
1858. ‘They were on sale at tho store 
of J. S. Ellis. The oil is mentioned 
as **made from coal.” 

The births in Woburn during 1857 
were 200; marriages, 35; and deaths 
77. The principal causes of death 
were consumption, scarietina and lung 
fever. The account io the paper con- 
tains the comment, that the male child- 
ren born ip the town exceeded the 
female children by 82. The reason 
given was that ‘thie had been brought 
ubout in consequence of the increased 
expense of bringing up young ladies 
uowadays.” The population of the 
town was then nearly six thousand. 

During the period described occurred 
a number of Railroad Aecidents. 

1857, JournNaL, Oct. 17. Half past 
six evening train from Boston to Wo- 
burn, on Thursday evening, previously, 
ran over @ laboring man, near the 
drawbridge [Boston] cutting off one 
foot. 

1857, Journat, Nov. 28. On 
Tuesday last, a laboring man in the 
employ of A. H, Hayward had the 
first joint of bie great toe taken off and 
an adjoining toe broken by the wheel 
of a freight car which he was backing. 

1857, Dec. 5. Mr. Samuel A. 
Johnson, Wednesday, Pp. M. previously, 
who had been employed by the Boston 
and Lowell Reilroad, as brakeman, 
hung bimself on a tree near Horn Pond. 
He had removed his coat pravious to 
the act. A jury gave wa verdict of 
suicide, cause unknown, He belonged 
in Pittsfield, was 22 years of age, his 
mother, brother and sister were at the 
West, and none of his kindred were 
present at his burial. He bad lost « 
floger by a railroad accident, and the 
Railroad Company continued his pay 
during hia disability. 

Josiah G. Chapman, aged 14 years, 
while attempting to shackle two freight 
cars was Caught between the bunters 
aod terribly crushed. —JOURNAL, for 
Jan. 23, 1858. The scene wae at 
Horn Pond Station, now Fowle street 

Kemp’s *Old Folks,” «a company 
who had been giving concerts in certain 
parts of the country with success, guve 
a concert in Lyceum Hall, Woburn, on 
March 9, 1858, ‘They were otberwine 
culled the Reading '*Old Folks,” «s 
many of the company belonged in that 
town. An audience of six hundred 
was present, Their costume was no 
burlesque, but that actually worn by 
their grandfathers and grandmothers, 
and it looked as well as the **enormour 
ridiculous hoopery of the present time " 

On Friday, Sept. 18, 1857, appeared 
the firat number of the Woburn Weekly 
Budget. It was a weekly. but not o 
weakly paper, published by Messrs 
Horace N. Hastings and Jobo Ls Par 
ker. Its price was two cents per copy 
It was full of brief news items, leas 
dignified, perhaps, than its competitor 
the JOURNAL, but very complete in its 
gleavinge of local news, It had ove 
new feature, that of publishing the

General Sutter Discovered the Precious 
Metal In California. 

"Tt is not generally known,” sald a 
mineralogist, “that the discoverer of 
fold in California was a Pennsylvanian 
and at one time a resident of Philadel 
phia. This distinguished pioneer lies 
buried in the soil of Pennsylvania al 
most forgotten, Ile was General John 
A. Sutter, a Swiss, who emigrated to 
Philadelphia {nh 1834 and became a cit 
Fen of the commonwealth. His grave 
jis in the Mennonite burying grounds 
at Lititz, Lancaster county, in which 
Village he spent the last years of lils 
life 

“Genoral Sutter was born in 
Raden, Germany, near the borders of 
Switzerland, Upon his arrival in this 
country he spent some time tn Phila 
delphia, subsequently removing to the 
vicinity of Litita, where, in the midst 
of relatives, he engaged in farming 
To sed of a rovit witure, however, 
it Was not long before he yearned to 
explore the great unknown land be 
yond the Rockies. After many priva 
tions he reached California some time 
in the early forties and staked a claim 
It was in the fall of 1848, after a heavy 
rain, that, attracted by yellowish de 
posits In a small stream, he made his 
reat discovery of the precious metal 
The news of his find spread rapidly, 
and the following spring the grent 
rush from éhe east began. 

“General Sutter amassed a consider 
able fortune through his gold diggings, 
but lost most of it through unfortu 
nate speculations. He returned = to 
Pennsylvania in 1871 and spent his 
declining years in retirement, Hving 
on the pension of $250 a month voted 
him by the California legislature. Ne 
died June 18, 188). Two of his pall- 
bearers were Generals John C. Fre 
mont and Ambrose BE. Burnside, who 
had been his friends in California.’— 
Philadelphia Record. 
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FATTED SHEEP. 


Tails of the Syrian Breed Weigh Ten 
to Fifteen Pounds. 

It has been suggested that in the 
sheep fattening process, which is com- 
mon in the vicinity of Damascus, one 
might be able to trace the original 
meaning of the Biblical phrase, “the 
fatted calf.’ Mrs. MeIntosh thus de 
scribes the process in her book, “Da 
mascus:" 

“The sheep differ from ours. When 
we show pictutes of the latter to the 
natives they ask what animals they 
are. They miss the enormous tails of 
the Syrian sheep, in which the fat of 
the body seems to concentrate and 
which, after skinning and preparing, 
often weigh ten to fifteen pounds. 

“Barly in the summer the head of 
each family buys or apart one, 
to or three sheep, according to his 
rank in life or his wealth: The wom- 
en and children devote themselves 
With great zeal to fattening 
sheep, ‘The children fill large baskets 
with mulberry leaves and carry them 
to their mothers. These several times 
a day und also in the night lit- 
tle wooden stools and sit by the sheep. 
With one hand they 
mouth open; with the other they cram 
in the leaves, forcing them down the 
throat. 

“Twice u day the sheep are led to 
the village fountain to drink, and their 
coats are frequently washed, About 
the end of September the work of the 
women und children comes to un end. 
The have grown so fat they 
eannot stand up. They are then killed 
Their flesh is boiled with spices and 
put into pots for winter use. This 
mincemeat is eaten as a relish at fes-

France. Then came the order for his 
arrest. He fled to a castle in the pos 
session of some friends and succeeded 
in reaching {t without his presence be. 
ing known, 

One day, feeling tired, he threw him 
self on a couch, first taking off his ori 
ental sword, which he always wore out 
of affection for the emperor. Hearing 
voices, he sprang up and hurriedly left 
the room, forgetting his sword. A min 
ute later a party of women and men 
entered the room, one of them being 
the young subaltern of the Auvergne 
regiment, now « colonel. He at 
recognized the sword and, calling in 
some gendarmes, proceeded to search 
the premises, 

Finding that he was discovered, Ney 
gave himself up quietly. On Dee. 7, 
1815, the marshal, whose sobriquet was 
the Bravest of the Brave, the hero of 
a hundred battles, was shot. Scarcely 
two months after the owner of the 
second sword, Murat, had met his fate 
in the same way.

YELLOWSTONE PARK. 


The Changing Colored Terraces at the 
Mammoth Hot Springs. 

It is with surprise that visitors to 
the Yellowstone National park who re 
turn after an absence of a year or 
more find that many changes have oc 
curred in the appearance of the col 
ored terraces nt the Mammoth hot 
springs. Indeed, such alterntions oc- 
cur sometimes in a period of a few 
weeks, 

The terraces consist of a series of 
basins, ench set being a few feet low 
er than its predecessor, and the hot 
water from the springs at the top of 
the terraces flows from basin to basin, 
depositing its chalky sediment at the 
rims, thus slowly building them up. 

Wherever the flow of water contin- 
ues constant for a considerable time 
the fluted edges and sides of the ba- 
sins become beautifully colored. 

The variegated hues are mainly due 
to vegetable mutter, and so if the flow 
of water ceuses these bright colors 
rapidly fade, leaving the terraces milk 
white. In a little while the edges and 
walls of the dry basins begin to erum- 
ble, and the most beautiful forms dis- 
appear in white dust and chalk-ike 
fragments 

One of the favorite terraces at the 
hot springs, called the Minerva ter- 
race, exhibits these changes in a mark- 
ed degree because of its conspicuous 
position. 

Sometimes, owing to n failure of the 
flow of water, the Minerva terrace 
parts with its splendid colors and re- 
set of fluted basins carved 
white marble, But when

| the water begins to run freely again 


the colors return with all their former 
vividness and beauty. 

The changes in the flow of the water 
seem to depend in part at least upon 
conditions prevailing in the heated 
rocks underlying the terraces.—Har- 
per's Weekly.

MAY STAND STILL SOME DAY 


Then One Side of the World Will Be a | 
Desert Furnace, the Other a Black, 
lcy Waste, and Mankind Will Find 
Itself In Cramped Quarters. 


The world is slowing down In its 
ally rotation, and the days are get 
ting longer, according to Professor 
Louis A. Bauer of the Carnegie insti 
tute, Washington Magneti storms 
putting a magnetic brake the 
earth, and if they continue to constrict 
this brake, at thy measured for 
the past ten years just 3,320 years 
this good old earth no longer be 
turnings on its axis, but will settle 
down with side in perpetual sun- 
shine, blasted by withering beat, and 
the other side in endless darkness and 
cold, corresponding to the extreme fri- 
gidity of Interstellar space 

Observe it is not claimed that the 
earth positively will come to a stand- 
still In this year 5281 A. D., but sim- 
ply that {t is being subjected to a 
brake that may stop it by that time. 
Probably most scientists would argue 
that magnetic storms will be less vio- 
lent in future, that other forces will 
Intervene and that the stopping of the 
earth will be postponed a great many 
years beyond the date named, 

But entists acquiesce in 
the statement that the earth ts slow- 
{ing down and sooner or later will come 
to a stop. 

When the earth turning the 
side toward the sun will become over- 
heated, and water will dry up, and 
blistering deserts will cover the sur- 
face, Near the edge of the sunlit side 
there will be a temperate zone, where 
the sun will always be one hour high 
or thereabouts, remaining at the same 
height above the horizon year in and 
year out Every hour will be like 6 
o'clock in the morning of a summer 
day. To this delightful region the 
world's population will flock,

THE LUNCHROOM. 


The following paragraph is 
taken from an Editorial printed 
in the Journat on Oct. 6, 1911: 

‘Take for examplo the sanitary 
conditions at the High School. 
The changes made last week wero 
entirely unnecessary. Inthe 4 or 
5 years the building has existed 
no ill effects from the room com- 
plained of had been experienced 
by teachers or pupils, and we 
have reason to think that the 
Board of Health and School Phy- 
sician did not regard the sanitary 
quarters in the building a menace 
to health. The unnecessary order 


compelled the removal of the 
lunchroom to the drillroom in 
which it will be impossible to 


serve food to the pupils in very 
cold weather.” 


At a special meeting of the 


School Board held on Friday 
evening, Nov. 10, 1911, the 


following Resolution, as amended 
on motion of Judge J. G. Maguire 
was adopted : 

‘*Resolved that the School Com- 
mittee of Woburn, having investi- 
gated the statements which have 
been made that the original loca- 
tion of the High School lunch 
counter was a menace to the health 
of the pupils and having duly con 
sidered the letter of the local 
Board of Health, read to this 
Committee at its meeting Sept. 
26th, 1911, hereby finds the 
charge upfounded and directs the 
Superintendent to restore the 
counter to its original location.” 

The vote stood : 

Messrs. Maguire, Richardson, 
Crosby, Mendum and Dow voting 
“Yes,” Mr. Clark, Miss Norris 
and Mrs. Kelleher voting ‘*No.” 

The Board acted wisely in re- 
turning the lunchcounter to its 
original location, which, we hope, 
ends the matter. 

Since writing the above the 
Lunchcounter is recommended by 
the Board of Health to be removed

CARBOLIC ACID ANTIDOTE. 


Tincture of lodine, It Is Claimed, Gives 
Remarkable Results. 

Among cases of accidental poisoning 
those caused by carbolic acid are the 
most frequent. These generally arise 
through mistaking a solution of cur- 
bolic acid for some medicine or, as 
occurs very often, for some alcoholic 
liquor, 

The remedies generally employed in 
deuling with this kind of poisoning 
consist In washing the stomach with 
ulkallae water or pure glycerin, fol- 
lowed by the Ingestion of alkaline sul- 
phutes, oll and white of eggs beaten 


up. Some years ago, however, Dr. 
Muaberly showed that tincture of fo- 
dine, administered in fairly large 


doses, muy give much better results. 

On one occasion when called in to 
attend a young negro who, thinking 
be was drinking whisky, had swallow- 
ed a quantity of a strong solution of 
carbolic acid and who consequently 
was severely burned about the lips and 
throat, Dr. Maberly hurriedly mude 
him swallow a teaspoonful of tincture 
of lodine in a cupful of water. A few 
minutes afterward the patient was 
fable to swallow some milk without any 
difficulty, speaking became easier, and 
he very soon completely recovered. 

The same immediate and complete 
effect was obtained on administering 
tincture of iodine in doses of five drops 
in water in the case of a three-year- 
old boy who bad just swallowed some 
carbolle acid. 

Similar success was met with in a 
third case of carbolice acid poisoning, 
the victim being a child of two years 
of age. In this instance the lodine 
treatment could not be begun till thir- 
ty hours after the ingestion of the poi 
son. The alarming symptoms soon dis 
appeared under the influence of tinc 
ture of jodine given every four hours 
in doses of five drops in a teaspoonful 
of water, The little patient wars cured. 

The tincture of iodine neutralizes the 
earbolle or phenie acid by forming 
with it an lodophenate, lnsoluble and 
therefore harmless.—Wuropean Edition 
New York Herald,

It Is One of the Most Powerful Flavor- 
ing Agents Known, 

What would you consider one of the 
most powerful agents with whieh te 
flavor water? Would it be tron? 

A half part per million of tron Ir 
water is detectable by taste, und more 
thin four or five parts make a water 
unpalatable. In some mineral springs 


frop is the constituent which imparts 
a medicinal value to the water, but 
ordinarily it is undesirable 

More than 2.4 parts per million in 


lnundering makes a 
stain on clothes. Tron must be removy 
ed from water from whieh Ice is made 
or a cloudy discolored product will re 
sult An iron content of over two or 
three parts per million tn water used 
in the manufacture of paper will stain 
the paper 

Iron harmful in water used for 
steaming, for it is in equilibrium with 
whieh finside the boiler become 
dissociated, with the result that the 
free acids corrode the boiler plates, but 
the amount of tron carried in selution 
by most waters ts so small that the 
damage it does to steam boilers gen 
erally amounts to little 

Waters having high content 
bave in some places ain im 
mense amount of trouble and expense 
when used as city supplies, for they 
fayor the growth of crenothrix to such 
a degree that the water pipes become 
clogged with the iron sheaths of the 
organism, The removal of tron from 
water is sometimes easy and some 
tines very dilficult.-Geological Survey 
Bulletin,

Twining of Plants,

BANK OF ENGLAND NOTES. 


Always Fresh and Clean, as They Are 
Issued Only Once. 

There is great a difference be- 
tween the systems of issuing and re- 
deeming the notes of the Bank of Eng 
land and of the banks of the United 
States as there is in the appearance 
of the notes themselves, 

The English note is somewhat longer 
sind much broader than ours, of 
rough white paper, with ragged edges, 
and ts printed on one side only, with a 
few words and with no pictures or 
designs, while ours are completely coy- 
ered ou both sides with vignette and 
lathe work. 

Our notes are issued again and aguin 
until they become so worn that they 
are bo longer serviceable. A Bank of 
England note never issued more 
than once. Every note that comes in

It takes many clerks to keep the 
record of notes issued and paid, and 
so accurately is this work done that 
the date when any note was issued,

years the note itself can be produced 
Many are the stories of attempts to 
counterfeit these notes, which have al 
ways failures As the average 
time between the issue and the pay- 
ment of the notes is only five or six 
days the fact that a counterfeit is in 
celreulation known almost at once, 
and the system of English bankers and 
merchants of keeping the numbers of 
the notes received and paid gives the 
clew whereby the offender ts quickly 
apprehended,—Dxchange 


AESCHYLUS. 


Curious Fate That Overtook the Fa- 
ther of Greek Tragedy. 
Aeschylus, the celebrated Greek 
dramatic writer, is universally refer 
red to us the “father of Greek tra 


been 


is 


dy.” Born of a noble family at Eleu- 
sis, in Attica, 525 B. C., at the age of’ 


twenty-four he first presented himself 
at the festival of Bacchus as a com 
petitor for the public prize and fifteen 
years afterward gained his tirst vic 
tory. ‘The pre-eminence which he thus 
acquired was successfully maintained 
till 468 B. C., when he was defeated 
in a similar contest by his younyer 
rival, Sophocles. 

Aeschylus, mortified at the indignity 
he thought this put upon him, quitted 
Athens and went to the court of Hie 
ro, king of Syracuse. Of the remain 


ing period of his life but little ts 
known, except that he continued to 
prosecute his favorite pursuit, and 
that his residence in Sicily was of 
some duration may be inferred from 
the fact that it was sufficient to af 
fect the purity of his language. 

The thirteenth and last victory of 
Aeschylus was gained in 458 B.C, On 
the manner of his death, whieh was 


singular, the ancient writers are unan 
imous. While sitting motionless in 
the fields his bald head was mistaken 
for a stone by an eagle which hap 
pened to be flying over him with a 
tortoise in ber bill, The bird dropped 
the tortoise to break the shel, and the 
poet was killed by the blow, 

Aeschylus is suid to have been the 
author of seventy tragedies, of which 
only seven are bow extant,

That Come In Sleep. 


A DREAM’S CURIOUS SEQUEL. 


It Explained the Meaning of the Oft

It was a personal experience of a 
singular character that first impressed 
upon me, some years ago, the Impor- 
tance of dreams as a subject for se- 
rious investigation, says H. Addington 
Bruce in the Outlook.

NOISE OF THUNDER, 


Theory as to the Cause of the Crackle, 
Roar and Rumble. 

It has usually been thought that the 

noise of thunder is caused by the clos- 


Ing up of the vacuum created by the | 


passage of the lightning, the air rush- 
Ing in from all sides with a clap, But 


the intensity of the noise is rather dis- | 


proportionate, and it Is now supposed 
thunder is due to the intense heating 
of gases, especially the gas of water 
fapor along the Hne of electric dis- 
tharge and the consequent conversion 


of suspended moisture into steam at | 


pnormous pressure, 


In this way the crackle with which | 


a peal of thunder sometimes begins 
might be regarded as the sound of 
steam explosion on a small scale caus- 
ed by discharges before the main 
flash. The rumble would be the over- 
lapping steam explosions, and the final 
clap, which sounds loudest, would be 
the steam explosion nearest to the 
nuditor. 

In the case of rumbling thunder the 
lightning is passing from cloud to 
cloud. When the flash passes from 
the earth to the clouds the clap is 
loudest at the beginning. ‘Trowbridge 
guve substance to these suppositions 
by causing electric flashes to pass 
from point to point through terminals 
clothed In soaked cotton wool, and he 
succeeded in magnifying the crack of 
the electric spark to a terrifying ex- 
fent.—Exchiange

NAPOLEON'S FALL, 


The Modern Attila Crushed by His 
Streak of Insanity. 


A VICTIM OF MEGALOMANIA. 


the Great, He 
Aimed to Rule the Whole World, and 
France Sacrificed a Million Men on 
the Altar of His Monomania. 


Were readers of history asked today 
what three

history of the world there could prob

ably be great diversity of opinion as 
to two of such personages, but as to 
the third the general agreement could 
probably point to Napoleon Bonaparte. 


T. P. O'Connor, who for many years 
hus made u study of the modern At- 
tila, as he was called by his contem 


poraries, presents in his London maga- 
vine an article entitled “The Insanity 
of Napoleon's Genius,” in which he 
victim of megalo- 
mania, that form of mental alienation 
in which the patient is possessed of 
gradiose hallucinations 

Mr. O'Connor discards the idea that 
Napoleon because of his gigantic pow- 
er for work had a perfect physique 
and {invulnerable health. He suffered 
as a child from extreme nervousness, 
later from facial neuralgia. He hada 
nervous twitching at the mouth and 
the right shoulder. After Toulon he 
long suffered from a painful and wast- 
ing cutaneous disease, and at times he 
had fits of an epileptic character. As 
he was about to leave Strassburg in 
1805 on the way to the mighty victory 
over General Mack at Ulm he had one 
of these spasms. After dinner on the 
day he was leaving, says Talleyrand 
in his memoirs, the emperor had called 
him into his room. There Talleyrand 
found him gasping for breath, “I 


} tore off his cravat, for he seemed like 


He did not vomit, but sigh- 
ed and foamed. M. de Remusat, first 
gentleman in waiting, who had also 
come into the room, handed him wa- 
ter, and 1 sprinkled him with eau de 
cologue. Te was suffering from some 
sort of cramp, which passed off in a 
quarter of an hour. We laid him in 
aun armchair He began to speak, put 
his dress right, commanded us to ob 
the strictest and half 
an hour later he his way to 
Carisruhe.” 

Another sign of the abnormal in Na- 
poleon was his intense irritability, and 
often there came a nervous breakdown 
that reduced him to the condition of a

This _ irritability 
sometimes took the form of fits of 
weeping. Tle would fiy into a passion 


on the slightest provocation. In his 
impatience he tore many a garment to 
pieces because it inconvenienced him 
in some trifling way.

While 
he talked of death, Napoleon never 
had any serious intention of taking his 


own life. He never lost his grasp of 
Hfe. While a man of dreams, he was 
nm man of action. Success did not make 
this dreamer more cheerful. He had 
strange moments of bitterness and 
hatred and u desire to infliet pain. For 


instance, he would say to a lady after 
asking her name, “Dear me, I was told 
you were pretty!" or to an elderly gen- 
tleman, “You have not much longer to 
iva” 


It was comparatively early in his 
career that his insane desire to rule 
not France, not even Europe, but all 


the world, took possession of him. The 


real reason for his crushing downfall 
is to be found in this megalomanta. 
He himself caused his downfall. Na- 


poleon alone could have conquered Na- 
poleon, and it was this megulomania 
that undid him,

THE MAIN ISSUR#. 


The most important question to 
be decided at the next city elec- 
tion is whether Woburn shall, or 
shall not. remain a Nolicense city. 
All other issues paesented to be 
voted on next month are secondary 
to this, although the selection of 
members of the School Board is of 
but little less consequence in its 
bearing on publicinterests. Both 
demand the earnest and active 
support of every friend and well- 
wisher of our fair city.

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A FOREST RANGER 


Tragic Incident of tho Forest Fires of 
1916 In idaho, 

Overton W. Frice, vice president of 

the National Conservation association, 

In his book “The Land We Live In" 


tells this story of a herole forest 
ranger: 

“The summer of 1910 by reason of 
grent drought and unusually high 


winds was the worst for forest fires 
that the west has ever known, In 
Montana, Idaho and Oregon the dan- 
ger was grentest. 

“On the Coeur d'Alene national for- 
est, in northern Idaho, Ranger Pulaski 
hed under him forty men, who after 
many hours of hard work had got a 
big fire practically under control. Sud- 
denly the wind strengthened until it 
blew a gale. It immediately became a 
question of saving the lives of the 
nen. 
forest many miles from a railroad and 
far from any clearing. 

“Pulaski remembered that within a 
mile of where they were working there 
was an abandsned mine shaft running 
back about forty feet into the hillside. 
He rushed his men to the shaft as 
quickly as possible and told them as 
they passed through their camp to 
catch up their blankets as they ran, 
The shaft reached, Pulaski burried his 
men into it and, packed like sardines, 
they filled it up. Pulaski placed him- 
self at the opening, across which he 
stretched a blanket. 

“Within a few minutes after the 
men were in the shaft the fire came. 
The blanket at the opening caught, 
and Pulaski jerked it away and bung 
up another, which caught in its turn. 
The blanket caught again and again, 
and each time Pulaski replaced it un- 
til toward the last he held the blanket 
across the opening with his bare 
hands. 

“The shaft grew hotter and hotter, 
and the smoke and fumes grew thick- 
er and thicker until the men’s suffer- 
ings were almost beyond human en- 
durance. They began to break for the 
opening. Pulaski, whose strength was 
great, like his cournge, for awhile 
forced them back. Seeing that he 
would soon, be overpowered and that 
his men would rush to their certain 
death, he drew his revolver and said 
that he would kill the first man who 
broke away. 

“In perhaps twenty minutes the 
worst of the fire passed by. Five of 
the men in the shaft were dead from 
suffocation; the thirty-five others were 
alive. Pulaski was blinded and _ seri- 
ously burned upon the face and arms. 
It was three months before his sight 
was partly restored, Tad not his hero- 
ism and presence of mind been what 
they were he would have lost all of 


his men instead of tive. That Is the 
kind of men there are in the forest 
service.”

WORDSWORTH’S RECITATION. 


The Way the English Poet Received 
Ralph Waldo Emerson. 

When Emerson, the great American 
writer, came to England he paid a vis- 
it to Wordsworth, says an English 
magazine Wordsworth bad just re- 
turned from a journey and was in his 
garden writing a poem on what he had 
seen, The visitor found the great pact 
a white haired, tall, sparely built man, 
of a rugged, rustic type, with nothing, 
unless it were the fine eyes, to hint of 
the poet. 

Wordsworth made no ceremony over 
the visit of the man from o far land, 
but said instantly when he was called 
to greet him, “If you are interested in 
my poetry perhaps you will like to 
bear these lines." Emerson politely 
agreed, and this Is what happened. 
Emerson has himself written the story 
down for us. The old poet thought 
for a few moments, then stood forth 
and repeated with great animation an 
entire poem he had written. 

“The recitation,” the American phi- 
losopher wrote afterward, "was so un- 
looked for and surprising—Words- 
worth standing apart and reciting to 
me in a garden walk, like a schoolboy 
declaiming—that at first I was near to 
laughing: but, recollecting myself that 
1 hud come thus far to see a poet and 
he wus chanting poems to me, I saw 
that he was right and that I was 
wrong, and | gladly gave myself up 
to hear.” 


STOVES OF IRON, 


They Superseded the Roman Stuba In 
the Eighteenth Century. 

A heating apparatus called a “stuba” 
(stove) was widely used among the 
higher class of Romans before the be 
ginning of the Christian era, This 
class of heaters was fixed and immova 
ble, besides being in several other re- 
spects wholly different from the mod- 
ern steve. In Germany and Seandina- 
via they were used jn bathrogmg and 
hothouses during the middle ages 
They were usually constructed of brick, 
stone or tile and were of immense size 
They sometimes covered the whole 
side of a twenty or thirty foot room 
and often extended out into the room 
as much as ten feet, in which case the 
smooth, flat top was used for a bed- 
stend, the heated surface imparting an 
agreeable feeling of warmth during 
those cold nights of long ago when 
such things as cayers yere quite rare. 

Cardinal Polignac of France was per 
haps the first to attempt the construc 
tion of a stove wholly of iron, this at 
about the beginning of the eighteenth 
century. The first real improvement 
over the old Roman “stuba" was 
brought about by Franklin in the year 
1745. One of his efforts produced a 
typicy}) base burner, almost perfect and 
a model of worktuanship. &toyps yere 
not used in private houses to any great 
extent prior to the yeur 1830,—London 
Standard. 

Traveling Stones. 

“Traveling stones,” trom the size of 
a pea to six inches in diameter, are 
found in Nevada, When distributed 
upon a floor or other level surface 
within two or three feet of one another 
they immediately begin to travel to- 
ward 2 common center and there le 
huddled like a clutch of eggs in a nest. 
A single stone removed to a distance 
of three and a half feet upon being 
released at once started with wonder 
ful and somewhat comical celerity to 
join its fellows. These queer stones 
are found in a region that ig compara 
tively Jevel and little more than bare 
rock. Scattered over this barren re- 
gion are little basins from a few feet 
to a rod or two in diameter, and it ts 
in the bottoms of these that the roll 
ing stones are found. The cause for 
the strange conduct of these stones is 
doubtless to be found in the material 
of which they are composed, which ap 
pears to be lodestone or magnetic tron 
ore.—Harper's Weekly,

ARCHAEOLOGY. 


The Ancients Were Unconscious Aids 
to the Modern Science. 
Arthur L. Frothingham, writing in

use for nearly a thousand years, since 
the founding of Rome, they 
were practical archaeologists. 

“When the Emperor Augustus tIn- 
on having coples of the best 
works of Greek sculpture of different 
and styles made in the exact 
manner of the originals, including ar- 
ehale works, be wasn obliging bis seulp- 
ta archaeologists, The IEm- 
peror Claudlus, who wrote on antiqul- 
ties and used archaicisms, was lain- 
pooned by scurrilous Romans as a 
pedantic archaeologist, and Hadrian, 
the Philhellene, among his many ef- 
forts at resurrecting ancient Tfellas, 
can count the revival of the Perga- 
mene and Alexandrian styles of sculp- 
ture.”

As It 
was, he bad both eyes filled with to- 
bacco dust and had to be led to the 
rear, 

At Brandy Station one of Custer's 
troopers had his left stirrup strap cut 
away by a grapeshot, which passed be- 
tween his leg and the horse, blistering 
the skin as if a red hot fron had been 
used. He dismounted to ascartain the 
extent of his injuries, and as he bent 
over a bullet knocked his hat off and 
killed his horse.

HUNTING TRUFFLES. 


In France Thoy Train Dogs to Find the 
Prized Piants. 

Traffies, like mushrooms, belong 
the family of the fungi, but are a dis- 
tinct and very peculiar genus. They 
fre cryptogamic plants and subter 
ranean, their position underneath the 
soil varying from two to three inches 
to two feet in depth. 

They have no root, stem or leaf and 
vary in from light brown to 
black. They sare sometimes globular 
In form and vary tn size from that of 
a pecan nut to that of a duck’s egg 
Their surface is watery and covered 
with a skin. Their exact method of 
growth is not precisely known. They 
nre, of course, regarded as a great 
luxury by the epicure. 

Truliies are mentioned by Juvenal, 
Pliny, Plutarch and Martial. The 
Athenian epleures were acquainted 
with them, and a story is told of a bon 
vivant who freed a whole family 
slaves who had invented delicious 
method of preparing them, 

France has the credit of producing 
the finest truffles. Dogs are commonly 
bred to search for them. 

The method of “breaking” these 
dogs Is to give them for a time pieces 
of trufiles every morning before they 
are allowed to partake of any other 
food, After a certain period, when 
their appetite for truffles increases, 
pleces are hidden in the ground, and 
they are made to find them. ‘Thus 
they are gradually taught their bust 
ness, though it often takes as long as 
eighteen months before a dog becomes 
skilled in the art,

VII. 1858 


On the 9th of July, 1858, died a 
citizen of great prominence in Woburn, 
namely, Col. John Wade, in his 79th 
year, He had filled a place in the 
history of the town in his generation, 
larger, probably, than that of any 
other man. He war boro in Woburn, 
April 3, 1780, begun business here jn 
1802, with «a amall capital, erected 
Wade's Block, became wealtiy, and by 
the strength and comprehensive charac: 
ter of his mind was eminenily fitted to 
influence his fellow men. 

He continued in the business of a 
eountry trader in Woburn until 1825, 
when he sold out to Hon. Bowen Buck 
man, At the beginning a new store ip 
Woburo was eonsidered a rash under- 
taking, and friends attempted to dis- 
suade him from the enterprise, but his 
keen business foresight, which was al- 
ways one of his marked characteristics, 
prevailed, and he was successful. 

In his business relations bis integ- 
tity wae never questioned. He was a 
trader of the old achool, and with him 
fair dealing wae a matter of course. 

Politically he was a Democrat, and 
enjoyed the confidence of his fellow 
citizens to that extent that he received 
more offices at their hands than any 
other man in the community. Some- 
times he was elected almost unani- 
mously and at others with a strong and 
bittor opposition. The list of officer is 
too long to mention here. But from 
1811 to 1885 he was oconstanily before 
the public in some office or other, and 
in military life he passed through the 
various grades of Captain, Major and 
Colonel. This period covered the dates 
from 1810 to 1820. 

Previous to hia time great abuses 
had crept into use when the various 
boarde of town officers met, by having 
their bills for refreshments and horse- 
keeping, when about public business, 
paid by the town, It became a com 
mon practice to make such bills large 
evough to cover the amount of their 
taxes, and waste, extravagance, and ap 
empty treasury were the result.

His biographer saya: ‘*He refused 
to pay the liquor bills, very much to 
the disappointment of those wo wished 
to imbibe at the expense of the town. 
He opposed and defeated the election of 
do nothing committees ; collected as far 
48 possible, the outstanding taxes, and 
paid all town orders presented, whether 
there was apy money in the treasury or 
not. 

‘‘As a townsman he did much to 
adorn apd embellish his vative place, 
by the erection of good and substantial 
buildings.” To his friends he offered 
his kindly assistance and wise counsels 
To hia adversaries, hie dislikes were 
hearty dislikes. He made no pretense 
of friendship where none existed. He 
hated cant. hypocrisy and dishonesty 
nod was bitter in his denunciation of 
them. He was uniformly as kind and 
courteous to men in common clothes, 
us to those in broadcloth, and if he did 
pot discover manhood beneath the garb, 
the cloth was of very little consequence 

The above were the words of one of 
bis intimates. A few weeks before his 
death be went to Mount Auburn and 
selected the lot for bis burial place, and 
examined plans for a fence and a mon- 
ument, which were afterwards erected

HOLES IN MACARONI, 


Device by Which the Hollow Strips of 
Dough Are Produced, 
Haven't you often asked, “How do 
they get the holes in macaroni?” Yes, 
you undoubtedly buve, and unless you 
bave visited a macaroni factory you 
ure probably still in doubt.  Interest- 
ing methods are employed in bringing 
this food into the form in which It fs 

placed before the public. 

After the dough has been well mixed 
und kneaded in a powerful machine it 
Is ready to form into macaroni, which 
is of a tube shape about onefourth 
inch in diameter, or spaghetti, which 
an solid stick shape of about one 
eighth ipeb In diameter. This is done 
by forcing the dough under hydraulic 
pressure through a cylinder with a flat 
elreular bronze die or mold at the bot- 
tom. ‘The macaroni die is full of holes 
bout one-fourth inch in diameter, and 
euch bole has a small pin in the center 
of it, which ts attached to one side of 
the bole. This pin forms the hole tn 
the macaront and divides the dough 
on one side as {it starts through the 
hole, but before the dough reaches the 
end of the hole the divided side cames 
together and remajns sa, making a per 
fect tube. The spaghetti die contains 
only plain holes about one-elghth inch 
in diameter arranged in groups. When 
mucaroni and spaghetti come from the 
presses or cylinders they are cut into 
certain lengths, the length depending 
upon whether the curing or drying is 
to be done on trays or by banging over 
rods. 

In curing or drying macaroni the 
length of time varies according to the 
Process employed and to atmospheric 
conditions outside the factory and the 
standard of quality maintained. Same 
makers require quly three days, while 
others take as Many as six days.— 
Omaha Bee.

Mississippi has no “saints” In its 
list, whereas, across the river, Loulsl- 
ana, by nine parishes and many towns, 
rivers and lakes, perpetuates the re- 
ligious tenets of its early settlers. 
Kentucky and Tennessee evidence the 
vocabulary of the hunter and trapper; 
Montana and Idaho that of the miner. 
All the region acquired from Mexico, 
particularly southern California, matn- 
tains in its place names the memory of 
Its Spanish explorers and settlers, 

There are relatively few  Indlan 
nimes on the VPacifie coast. North of 
the Spanish belt capes and towns fre- 
quently reflect the loyalty of early set- 
Uers to the older states of the Union.

Hoetera plera—of British Guiana, an 
Insect through whose outstretched 


Wings any substance on which It rests 
ean be clearly seen

Canton Has One Eighteen Feet High 
and Forty-five Feet In Circumference. 


Some of the old world bells are 
heavy indeed “Great Paul’ of St 
Paul's cathedral, in’ London, weighs 
nearly seventeen tons and is nearly 
thirty feet around, The first “Big 
Ben” of Westininster was cast more 
than fifty years ago and weighed 
nbout fourteen tons and was about 
twenty-eight feet sround.

QUEEN VENUS. 


Orbit, Mass and Gravity of the Planet 
Twin of Our World, 

Mercury is the tearest of known 
planets to King Sol, but Venus comes 
next, and in eccentricity of solar orbit 

an eccentricity buving an average of 
about 67,200,000 miles—is the lenst ir- 
regular cf the planets. The distance 
of Venus from our earth also varies, 
with an avernge or mean of about 25.- 
700,000 mniles at ber nearest, the aver 
nage distance of Venus from our earth 
being approximately 160,000,000 miles 
nat ber farthest. 

Queen Venus may be called the plan. 
et twin of our world, since her mean 
djameter and that of our earth are 
hearly equal. Nevertheless the differ- 
ence of some 200 miles in their diam- 
eters leaves Venus with about 92-100 
of the terrestrial volume. Venus’ mass 
or weight npproximates 82-100 of 
that of our planet, and, dividing &2 
100 by 92-100, we get 80-100, which is 
Venus’ density compured with the den 
sity of our eurth. Venus’ gravity ap- 
proximates 82-100 that of our planet. 
or, In other words, u terrestrial body 
weighting 100 pounds would weigh only 
eighty-two pounds upon the surface of 
Venus 

Queen Venus exhibits phases like our 
moon, but possesses no moon herself. 
She presents an bright and thickly 
clouded appearance and bas an atmos 
phere which is estimated to be from 
one und one-half to two times as dense 
us ourown. ‘This beautiful planet wag 
seeu, of course, by mankind in pre- 
historic uges, but the earliest known 
record respecting her was in 686 B, C., 
a record engraved upon earthenware 
now In possession of the British mu- 
seum.—New York Tribune.

venient Office below Stairs,” ete 

From England they passed into 
France, where the first to put them up 
was Marshal de Lorge at his new 
house at Montmartre. Speaking of 
this, Lister in 1699 writes in his “Jour- 
ney to Paris:" “We had the good for- 
tune here to find the marshal himself. 
He showed us his great sash windows, 
how easily they might be lifted up and 
down and stood at any height, which 
contrivance, he said, he had out of 
England by a small model brought on 
purpose from there, there being noth- 
ing of this poise In’ windows in France 
before."—London Standard.

He 
said that she came asking him to 
make some nails for her. He, beliey- 
ing they were for some evil purpose,

{ll she was heard to say, ‘He micht 
blaine his ane tongue for his ill.’ On 
this tissue of trivialities she was im- 
prisoned, and practically under tor- 
ture she acknowledged to the minis- 
ters and magistrates that she had 
made a wax image of Morton and 
stuck pins in it.

THE ENGLISHMAN’S BATH. 
Not So Very Long Ago It Was an Un- 

known Institution, 

We boast ourselves a cleanly people 
and are upt to scorn the foreigner who 
does not duily perform the ritual of 
the tub. Yet, the British Medical Jour- 
nal points out, it is not so long ago since 
we bad the reputation of being an ex- 
ceptionully dirty people. In the year 
1800 there was not a single private 
house in London provided with a bath- 
room. 

A witness stated before the health 
commission about the middle of the 
last century that the only two occa- 
tions on which one of the laboring 
classes was washed all over was 4m- 
mediately after birth and after death. 

Even at the present day our contem- 
porary doubts if dirtier people could 
be found anywhere in the world than 
nmong our lower classes. “A French 
workman would be ashamed to wear 
the clothes in which the British labor- 
er goes to his daily work. There ts 
nothing that tramps who apply at 
workbouses think a more brutal tyran- 
ny than the enforced bath.”

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THE CITY ELECTION. 

When the result of the Woburn 
City election, held that day, was 
announced on Tuesday evening, 
Dec. 12, it was not easy to deter- 
mine which of the two candidates 
for Mayor was the happier, Hugh 
D. Murray, or Samuel Highley. 

Murray, Democrat, was elected 
for a fourth term by 291 plurality 
in a total vote of 3041 and was 
greatly elated.

that year. They were a poor imitation 
ot the genuine. Rev. Dr. Daniel! 
March issued bie ‘*Religion for the 


Heart and Home” (J. J. Pippy, pub 
lisher ) A hog, which tad been 
running wild in the Burlington woods, 
for some time, to the serious detriment 
of the crops, was shot by N. B Skel- 
too of that town on Wedoesday, Sept 


8, 1858 The weight of the animal 
wis 178 pounds. ‘Root hog-—and 
die,’ exclaimed the editor of the 


Budget ; recalling a popular saying ol 
the day. ‘Chis wild hog bad been the 
subject of newapaper mention before, 
and was no myth, like the polar bear 
in Woburn streets, in the April, pre- 
vious. 

Thomas V. Sullivan, Jr., now living 
in Lynn, was doing a rushing business 
in lamps, shades, and fixtures, in his 
new quarters in Dodge’s store in Sep 
tember, 1858. His **Kerosene Oil II- 
lumipatora,” were called the best iv 
the market, giving a ‘'benutiful light, 
at a coat of but Aalf a cent an hour.” 

W bale oil lamps bad succeeded tallow 
candles for lighting purposes in Wo- 
burn followed by camphene lamps, and | 
fluid (burning fluid) Jumps, and theu | 
(on euccession by illuminating gas (gus 
lighting) and kerosene lamps. While 
gas was new to Woburn, it war not 80 
in the Old Country, aud there is a 
pamphlet iu the Baldwin Engineering | 
Library of Woburn, eotitled, **A Na- 
tional Light and Heat Company (to be 
sanctioned by Act of Parliament) for 
Providing Streete and Houses with 
Hydrocarbonic Gas Lights.” The pam- 
phlet is undated, but it shows evidence 
that it was printed at a much earlier 
date than that of which I am writing. 

The basis of manufacture was coal 
in the form of coke, and one of the pro- 
ducts of mauufacture was coal oil tar, 
for printiog, and another was aimmon- 
ial liquor of salts, and the third was 
inflammable gas—8lb., 12 oz. of the 
last named proving equal to 40 lights, 
or 5lb. of candles. Among products 
formerly used for lighting purposes, 
the author of this pamphlet names oils, 
wax, tallow, tar and pitch. 

Fluid lampa were very dangerous, 
and in November, 1858, « son of | 
David Dexter Hart bad two of his

tiogers severely burned while carryivg 4 
lighted fluid lamp in his band. He 
was io the basement of a stable wheo 
the lamp broke, but the lad held it 
until he could get up stairs and out of 
the building. His performance saved 
the barn, ut the expense of his burned 
fingers. 

A Balmoral skirt was placed on ex- 
hibition io a Woburn store in Septem 
ber, 1858, and attracted much atten 


tion. It was expected to afford a new 
sevsation. Waltham watches came 
into notice at this time; hitherto 


watches bad been of foreign manufac 
ture, England and Switzerland having 
been the watchmakers of the world. 
Donati’s Comet was seen every even- 
ing at this period in the northwest part 
of the heavens. Spirit rapping was 
one of the features of the times, and a 
course of lectures (by spiritualists) 
was given io Woburo. The Atlantic 
Telegraph was another feature of cur- 
reot interest. Sabbath School music 
at that day embraced such bymos and 
tunes as **Happy Greeting to All;” 
**Kiud Words Cun Never Die;’ **The 
Teucher’s Prayer;” and ‘I Have a 
Father in the Promised Land,” etc. 
This was all new wusic at that time. 

The words were esteemed as excel- 
lent by the people of that day, the 
music spirited, simple, varied, «and 
easily mastered, and full of feeling aud 
pathos. I cao recall the wir of most of 
them now, 

Ip honor of the completion of the 
Atlantic Telegraph, w demoustration 
was made in Woburn in August, 1858, 
which some of us remember well. 
The bells were rung at sunset, guos 
were fired, and fireworks were dia- 
played in generous quantities. Certuin 
buildings were illuminated, Niagara 
fire company paraded, and the ** Wash- 
ington” fire company, bearing the bells, 
hastened to join them, with their ma- 
chine. The Atlantic Telegraph was, 
in the words of the local newspaper, 
‘the last, and by. far the greatest 
atbievemeot of modern science,” and 
its completion gave rise to ful] and} 
heartfelt rejuicings throughout the eo- 
(ire country. 

The Woburo Irigh Literary Aassoci- 
ation was started in September, 1858, 
with Patrick McDonald, President, 
and Join Gilbride, Secretary. ‘Their 
Room was opeu every evening (Sun- 
days excepted) in Kelley’s Building, on 
site of present Kuight’s Block 
Kelley’s Building, perished in the great 
Woburn fire ot 1878. It was named 
for the late Joseph Kelley, a vative of 
New Hampshire, 

Io September, 1858, Ward Wyman 
was buildiog a brick house on the hill, 
on the oasterly gide of Main street, ut 
Central Square. This style of dwell 
ing-bouse—uonusual for Woburn—is 
still occupied by members of bis family, 

In 1858 59, Ephraim Cutter—still 
liviug—was Secretary of the Lyceum 
Course. ‘he firat lecture of the course 
was by Rev. John C,. Fletcher, on 
‘Brazil aod the Brazilians,” 

Of the members of a committee to 
help form a new '*North Woburn Con- 
gregational Society,” to ensure '*per- 
manent preaching,” Abijah Thompson, 
2d (now of Woburn Centre) is the only 
one now living. 

Father Henson, the original of Mra. 
Stowe's "Uncle Tom,” addressed a 
large audieoce in Dr March's church, 
Mooday, Oct. 4, 1858 He was ao 
clergyman in Canada, and endeavored, 
by the sale of a book, entitled, ** Father 
Henson's Story,” to purchase bis only 
brother from slavery,

**In the presence of 3,000 parishion- 
ers, including large delegations from 
the Auxiliary Societies, the splendid 
bell designed for St. Charles Church, 
was blessed Sunday alternoon with all 
the impressive ritual of the Catholic 
Church. 

‘The attending Society delegations, 
all of whose titles wre cast upon the 
bell, as contributuots to the bell fund, 
formed a Guard of Houor. ‘The inner 
line of the hollow square was assigned 
to the Knights of the Sacred Heart, 
125 in number, whose uniforms of 
white stood out against the darker 
background. 

‘*Upon the steps of the church were 
mussed the girls of St. Charles Paro 
cbial School. This delegation reodered 
the musical vumbers of the service. 

“The bell, weighing 4200 pounds 
aod hanging io its massive frame of 
ouk, was placed fv the open space in 
tront of the church. The framework 
wus hidden by masses of chrysanthe- 
mums. 

‘Rev, James J. Keegan, the pastor, 
was Celebrant at the service He wus 
wasisted by Rev. Francis Russell and 
Rev. Walter S. Fegan, both of St. 
Charles, and Rev. James F. Doherty 
of St. Mary’s, Cambridge, formerly 4 
Curate at St. Charles 

**The bell is a fine specimen of the 
founder’s art, aud is composed of West 
Todian copper and Belgian tin. It was 
made by the Baltimore Bell Foundry. 
Rev. Fr. Keegan, whose ambition was 
to have the bell in commission for 
Christmastide, is «4 very happy man ip 
the realization ef his hopes.” 

The St. Charles parishioners contri 
buted liberally towards the purchase of 
the bell, as is their custom towards 
every good and worthy work.

on, Nor was I surprised when my 
friend conducted me through the claass- 
rouins, polnting out the new work and 
displaying some fine lace work she had 
sturted that morning, quite as though 
she could see it all. 

“But on this visit, for the first time, 
I wus invited to stay for supper and 
spend the evening with the girls. | 
wis delighted to accept the invitation 
und enjoyed the meal, which was serv- 
ed by sighted waitresses in a well 
lighted dining room. But after that 
my experience came. We walked from 
the dining room into dim halls, und as 
We mounted the stairs to the sitting 
room we walked into utter darkness. 
| began to envy my friend, who trip- 
ped lightly by my side, while 1 could 
only grope my way awkwardly. Once 
in the sitting room 1 felt for a chair 
und dropped into it, waiting for the 
lights to be turned on. But the laugh- 
ter and the chatter went on uncon- 
cernedly about me, and after a few 
minutes it dawned upon me tbat lights 
were not necessary in an institution 
for the blind at night; that the sitting 
room was no darker for those girls 
then than {it had been all through the 
benutiful, sunny day I had enjoyed so 
much, As my eyes grew a bit ac- 
customed to the darkness I could per- 
celve that the girls bad drawn their 
cbuirs up around mine and were busy 
with embroidery and lace making as 
they talked.

it Was the Most Beautiful Edifice 
Ever Erected by Man. 

The Parthenon on the Acropolis at 
Athens, the most benutiful edifice ever 
erected by the hand of man, was 
wrecked by a Venetian bomb on Sept. 
26, 1687. 

When the sun rose on the morning of 
that evil day the “finest building on 
the finest site in the world” stood ar- 
rayed in all its glory, Just as it did 
when Pericles received it from the 
hands of tits divine architects and 
builders, just as it did when Plato and 
Socrates gazed with wonder upon its 
simple majesty, and when that day's 
#un went down the glorious temple was 
a wreck, its majesty dismantled, its 
beauty marred forever. 

This wonderful building, even in its 
ruins, has charmed the world for go- 
ing on three centuries, and while those 
ruins endure they will continue their 
hold upon the artistic sense of man- 
kind. 

The master artists of the nations 
have been trying for more than 200 
years to make something that would 
look like the Parthenon, but so far 
their efforts have been in vain, and the 
dismantled pile on the Acropolis still 
wears the crown of architectural ex- 
cellence, 

This famous building, made of the 
finest Pentelic marble, is 228 feet in 
length by 101 feet in width, with a 
height at the apex of the pediment of 
sixty-five feet. Its cost was $8,250,000, 
reckoned in present day values, The 
renowned frieze of the Parthenon ran 
along the top of the wall forty feet 
from the ground, It was three and a 
half feet in height and 520 feet in 
length and represented the great Pan- 
athenic procession, which was held 
every five years in honor of Athena, 
the protecting goddess of the city. 

For 2,000 years this glorious temple 
stood there on the Acropolis as perfect 
as it was when Phidias completed It 
nearly 500 years before the birth of 
Christ, and it would have been stand- 
ing just as complete today but for that 
rascally Venetian shell, In the year 
mentioned above Athens, still in the 
possession of the Turks, was besieged 
by the Venetians, and a bomb from 
one of their guns falling through the 
roof of the Parthenon, in which the 
Turks had stored a hot of powder, left 
it the ruin it has ever since remained.

PLANNED HIS OWN DEATH, 


Judge Hankford Cleverly Evaded the 
Law Against Suicide, 

j} Suicides often adopt Ingentous meth- 
ods, but the art of the felo de se seems 
jot to have advanced materially dur 
lng the centuries, The modern case of 
a heavily insured broker who on a 
feigned hunting trip stood barelegged 
in a quagmire for hours and willfully 
fontracted a fatal pneumonia is mateh- 
td in cleverness by one 500 years old. 

The following facts are well yvouch- 
ed for and indeed were never ques- 
tioned, says the Green Bag: Sir Wil 
liam Hankford, a judge of the king's 
bench In the relgns of Bdward IIL. 
Hienry IV., Henry V. and Henry VI 
und at the time of his death chief jus 
tice of England, was a man of mel- 
ancholy temperament. 

Ile seems to have contemplated sul- 
cide the greater part of his long life, 
and during his later years the idea be- 
came a fixed purpose.’ The act was of 
pecullarly serious consequence in those 
days for the reason that the law 
treated it as a capital crime, The of- 
fender was buried at the, crossroads 
with a stake driven through his body, 
and all his goods and property were 
forfeited to the crown, to the utter 
ruin of his family, 

Hankford made good use of his wits 
and succeeded in accomplishing his 
purpose without incurring either un- 
pleasant penalty. He gave open in- 
structions to his gamekeeper, who had 
been troubled with poachers in the 
deer preserve, to’ challenge all tres- 
passers in the future and to shoot to 
kill if they would not stand and give 
an account. 

One dark night he purposely crossed 
the keeper's path and upon challenge 
made motions of resistance and es- 
cape. The faithful servant, failing to 
recognize his master, followed instruc- 
tion to the letter, 1s was expected of 
him, and Str William fell dead in his 
tracks. The whole truth of the affair 
was common knowledge, but it was 
impossible to establish a case of sul- 
cide by legal proof, The servant was 
protected br his instructions, Hank- 
ford had honorable burial, and his es- 
tate passed to those whose interests as 
heirs he had so wisely considered. 


PRIMITIVE SURVEYING. 


Boers With the Fleetest Horses Got 
the Biggest Farms. 
According to a legend of Smithtown, 
N. Y., the township was originally 
measured off by a primitive method. 
The first settler was one Smith, who 
bought from the Indians as much land 
as a-bull could go around in a day. 
Now, Smith had a smart bull, trained 
to carry him and to half trot and half 
lope at a rad pace, That day the 
bull was up to the mark. By night he 
had inclosed so much land that the 
amazed Indians nicknamed its rider 

Bull Smith. 

This tradition has its counterpart 
among the Boers of South Africa. 
Their “runs,” as the farms of these 
Dutchmen are called, contain, general- 
ly speaking, from 4,000 to 6,000 acres, 
of which only a few acres are under 
cultivation. Small monuments of 
stones piled up at certain points mark 
the boundary lines, 

The first settlers, knowing nothing 
of surveying, measured off their 
“runs” by horsepower. Having piled 
up a lot of stones, the Boers would 
start from them and ride in a straight 
line for half an hour as fast as their 
horses could carry them, 

Halting, each rider would build, an- 
other beaeon and again ride for half 
aun hour at right angles to his first line. 
Then he would pile up another stone 
beacon, Two more turns and an hour 
more of riding brought him back to 
his starting point. 

The square tract inclosed within the 
two hours’ ride and the four beacons 
became his farm. Of course the Boer 
who owned the fleetest horse obtained 
the largest’ tract of land.—Harper'’s 
Weekly. 

A Ragpicker of Paris.

LEGALIZED NICKNAMES. 


They Appeared in Official Records In 
Colonial Times. 

Nicknames are not likely to go out 
of fashion long as Luman nature 
remains what it is. Schoolboys will 
nickname each other, collegians will 
nickname their professors, and = sol 
diers will speak of their commanders 
as “Hell Fire Bill,” “Fighting Joe,” or 
what not. In these days, however, it 
is not customary to spread such titles 
upon official records, as was formerly 
the habit, according to the archives 
of several of our states, 

In the Dutch records in 1644 we 
have John Pletersen, allas Friend 
John, In the Newtown purchase from 
the Indians, dated tn 1656, one of the 
boundaries is “by a Dutchman's land 
called Hans the Boore,” and in the 
Bushwick patent, dated Oct. 12, 1607, 
one of the boundaries is “John the 
Swede's mendow."” In 1605, in the 
Kings county records, n man is named 
living at Gowanus as “Tunis the Mish- 
er." 

The common council of New York 
in 1601 ordered fish to be brought into 
the dock “over ngainst the city hall 
or the house that Long Mary former- 
ly lived in," und in the same year an 
order was passed “that Topknot Betty 
and her children be provided for as 
objects of charity.” 

The explanation of this custom in 
many cases was that the persons in 
question either had no family names 
or had forgotten them, so that the use 
of their generally accepted nicknames 
yecame a necessity. So numerous 
were the Smiths living upon Long Is- 
land that it was thought necessary to 
distinguish the various original famil- 
Hes by some pecullur name. Thus we 
have the Rock Smiths, the Blue 
Smiths, the Bull Smiths and the 
Weight Smiths.—Harper’s Weekly. 
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HIRED NEWSPAPERS. 


A Custom In London In the Days When 
Prices Were High. 

A London newspaper, the Daily 
News, hns unearthed an interesting 
document which goes back to the days 
of deur newspapers, when these papers 
were taken around to houses and hired 
for so many hours at so much an hour. 
Tucked awny, it says, in the leaves of 
an old guidebook to the Crystal palace, 
dated 1854, bas been found a little 
printed leaflet, issued from Westerton's 
library and newspaper office, 20 St. 
George's place, Hyde Park Corner, 
making the following announcement: 

“Can be had from the office by 8 
o'clock In the morning, to keep at 10 
cents per copy, or lent to read for three 
hours at 25 cents or two hours for 198 
cents per week, It can also be sup- 
plied at 5 o'clock in the afternoon at 
the reduced price of 6 cents per copy 
or posted into the country at $5 per 
quarter, payable in advance.” 

In those days the Daily News had 
been started only eight years under 
the original editorship of Charles Dick- 
ens and was still published at 10 cents 
a copy Its editor at the time was 
William Weir, and Harriet Martineau, 
perhaps the first woman in England to 
undertake regular journalistic work, 
was one of the writers of its leading 
articles. 

The system of hiring did not disap- 
pear quickly, Certainly down to the 
yeur 1880 there were many households 
in which the Times was still left on 
the same terms, und it would be dif- 
fcult to say when the system finally 
died out.—Christian Sclence Monitor.

SUNDAY SCHOOL, 


Lesson XIl.—Fourth Quarter, For 
Deo. 17, 1911. 


THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Neh. viii, 1-12, 
Memory Verses, 2, 3—Golden Text, 
Ps, xix, 7—Commentary Prepared by 
Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


The temple being finished and also 
the wall around the city (chapter vi, 
15; Ez. vi, 14, 15), they are better pre 
pared to hear the word of God In or 
fler to do it. The Lord Jesus said one 
Jay when some one sald what o bless 
ed woman His mother was, “Yea, rath 
er blessed are they that hear the word 
of God and keep it." On another oc 
casion He sald, “My mother and My 
brethren are these which hear the 
word of God and do it" (Luke xi, 28; 
vill, 21). Ezra was a priest and 1 
ready scribe in the law of Moses and 
had prepared his heart to seek the law 
of the Lord and to do it and to teach 
It (verses 1, 2; Kz. vil, 6, 10). He 
was therefore just the right man to 
conduct this Bible conference. It wus 
attended by both men and women and 
all that could hear with understand- 
ing (verses 2, 3%), and they were an 
earnestly attentive congregation. As 
in the building of the wall, it was 
strikingly suggestive that they should 
begin and end at the sheep gate, in- 
asmuch as no work will stand that Is 
not connected with the blood of the 
Lamb. So tn this lesson it seems most 
appropriate that the people should 
drink of the living water of the word 
at the water gate (verses 1, 3), or, as 
in xil, 37, the fountain gate. In Jer 
ii, 18, the Lord calls Himself the 
fountain of living waters, and in Eph 
vy, 26, he is said to sanctify and cleanse 
His people with the washing of water 
by the word, Compare also Ps, exix, 9 
It was a long session from morning 
until midday (verse 3), and they kept 
jt up from the first day unto the last 
day of the feast (verse 18), and 
there was very great gladness, with 
confession of sin and separation from 
the world (vill, 17; ix, 1-3). It is in- 
teresting to notice just thirteen men 
associated with Ezra in verses 2 and 
7, and Dr. Bullinger calls attention to 
the first use of thirteen as associated 
with rebellion (Gen, xiv, 4). It was 
from the results of persistent rebel 
lion that Ezra was seeking to lead the 
people back to God. It was at the 
thirteenth march around Jericho that 
the walls fell, and this coming back 
to God from all their wanderings was 
like the overthrow of a spiritual Jer- 
icho. There were just fourteen with 
[Izru, a twice seven, suggesting the 
perfection of God's dealings with His 
people. There was one with Ezra in 
visible to ordinary eyes, the only one 
worth considering, and His great word 
of encouragement is always, “I am 
with you" (Bx, fil, 12; Josh. 1, 5; Judg 
vi, 16; Isa. xii, 10; Hag. 1, 18; fi, 4) 
The response of the people and their 
attitude before God seem to indicate 
that their hearts were right with Him, 
and the heart is everything (II Chron, 
xvi, 0; I Sam. xvi, 7). 

Reading and exposition of the word 
of God are the great need of souls ey- 
erywhere, and verse 8 seems to cover 
it simply and fully, “They read in the 
book In the law of God distinctly and 
gnve the sense and caused them to 
understand the reading.” In Deut 
xxvii, 8; Hab. fi, 2. the instructions 
were to write plainly that those read- 
ing might run and tell. The way of 


Baruch in Jer. xxxvi, 8, is a good way, 
“Reading in the book the words of 
the Lord in the Lord's house." Just 
the word of God without note or 
comment or explanation has often 
wrought the salvation of a soul by the 
power of the Holy Spirit. Sometimes 
the Lord uses the human instrument 
to open up the word more fully, as in 
the case of Philip and the Ethiopian 
who said to him, “How can T under 
stand except some man should guide 
me?" (Acts vill, 80, 31). On the resur 
rection day the Lord Jesus expounded 
or interpreted the Seriptures to the 
two men with whom He walked to 
Immaus and the same evening open- 
ed the understanding of the disciples 
that they might understand the Scrip 
tures (Luke xxiv, 27, 44, 45). 

The words of the Lord, in the power 
of the Spirit, as Mzra and the Levites 
taught the people, convinced them of 
sin, and they wept, but the same spir 
it who convinces of sin also convinces 
of righteousness (John xvi, 8-10) and 
shows that where there is true pent- 
tence there are the blotting out of sin 
and the imparting of perfect right- 
eousness, that one can say, “In 
the Lord have 1 righteousness and 
strength” (Isa, xliil, 25; xlv, 24). Com 
pare II Cor, y, 21; Rom. x, 4. Our 
lesson chapter is a seventh month 
chupter (verses 2, 14), beginning with 
the feast of trumpets and ending with 
the feast of tabernacles, but between 
the two came the great day of atone 
ment (Lev, xxill, 24, 27, 34), the only 
true ground of all real joy (Lev. xvii, 
11; Gal. iif, 18). “Mourn not nor weep; 
neither be ye grieved; neither be ye 
norry” (verses 9, 10, 11); reminds us of 
the words of the Lord Jesus to pent- 
tent sinners, “Son, be of good cheer; 
daughter, be of good cheer’ (Matt 
ix, 2, 22, R. VO. We think also of the 
Ethiopian who went on his way re 
joleing, of the Jailer and his household 
who rejoiced, believing in God; of the 
great joy in Samaria, of the joy in

heaven over one sinner that repenteth 
and of the joy and peace, the unspeak- 
able joy, which is the privilege of 
every believer (Acts vill, 8, 30; xv!, 34; 
Iu. xy, 7, 10; Rom. xv, 13; I Pet. 1, 8).

An Expensive Sport, Requiring a Serv- 
ing Man to Every Bird. 

In the eus: falconry is still the sport 
of kings. ‘bhiko Sama, the most tn 
genious of warriors, brought the sport 
to Japan with him from Korea and 
some of the Jmperial hawks of today, 
they say, are descended from his fledg 
lings. 

It Is a costly sport, perhaps the em 
peror’s greatest extravagance. At his 


orders and at his expense men learned | 


in falconry have compiled u history of 
the art in the eastern world which fills 
mn hundred volumes and the hawking 
establishment entails heavy outlays 
There is a serving man to every 
hawk and a number of others who as 
pire to enter the service of the im 
perial bird. One gets an idea how care 
fully these men are trained by seeing 
the aspirant servants stand for hours 
ata time with outstretehed hand, bold 
ing a glass of water filled to the brim 
It is only when they can do this, with 
out fatigue and without spilling a drop 
of the water, that they are intrusted 
with one of the precious birds, for if 
the wrist should give ever so little 
under the hawk he is startled and 
spreads his wings, which, according to 
Japanese ideas, is very unsightly and 
interrupts his training as well as ends 
the career of the aspirant serving man 
But, though the wild ducks never es 
cape, what is still more remarkable Is 
that they are never maimed or man 
gled. The hawks, whose claws and 
talons are kept wonderfully manicured 
and inspected every day by the chief 
hawker, strike their quarry a stunning 
blow and invariably bring them down 
to be retrieved, but not a drop 
blood {s shed.—Metropolitan Magazine. 


LAYING THE TABLECLOTH. 


It Was Almost a Work of Art In the 
Sixteenth Century. 

In the twelfth century tablecloths 
were very large and were always laid 
on the table double. For a long time 
they were called “doubliers” for that 
reason. The cloth was first placed so 
as to touch the floor on the side at 
which the guests sat; then all that re- 
mained was folded so that it Just cov- 
ered the table. 

Charles V. had sixty-seven table 
cloths which were from fifteen to twen 
ty yards long and two yards wide. He 
had one cloth thirty-two yards long, 
which had the arms of [france em- 
broidered on it in silk. All these were 
fringed. 

In the sixteenth century ‘‘doubliers” 
were replaced by two tablecloths, one 
of which was small and was laid just 


as we lay ours today. The other, which 


Was put on over it, was large and of 
beautifully figured linen, It was skill- 
fully folded in such a way that, as one 
chonicler tells, “it resembled a wind- 
ing river, gently ruflled by a_ little 
breeze, for among very many little 
folds were here und there great bub- 
bles.” 


It must have required much art and | 


care to make dishes, plates, saltcel 
lars, sauce dishes and glasses stand 
steadily in the midst of this undulat- 
{ux sea und among those “bubbles” 
and puffy folds. However, the fashion 
had only a short existence, and toward 
the latter part of the century a single 


cloth laid flat and touching the floor on | 


all sides of the table came into general 
use.—New York Tribune.

Fenr as a disease had not received 
kerious attention antil recent years 
Now it is recognized by the medical 
profession (hat there is a whole list of 
phoblas, as they are called, which are 
quite distinct from a normal and legiti- 
mate condition of fear due to some 
natural cause 

Thus there the fear of open or 
closed places, siuys the Medical Record, 
fear of high fear of men 
women, feur of crowds and of soll 
tudes, fear of animals, fear of insects, 
fear of darkness, fear of accidents, 
fear of fire, fear of travel and, tn fact, 
fear of anything. 

There is no end to the absurdity of 
acts which may be occasioned by 
these persistent ideas of fear. Those 
that possess the fear of riding on a 
train find no pleasure {n traveling:

erally always sit near the door ready 
to fly at the first sign of danger 

Various fears may also develop in

Perlod Between 1857 and 1861 


BY WILLIAM R. CUTTER 


IX 1858 


The Phalanx, accompanied by Gil 
more’s Salem Brass Band, had a parade 
and target excursion to the McLellan 
place at Cummingsville, Oct. 1858, 
formerly the old Walker Farm (near 
Mount Plainum ) ‘It must be a 
pleasure to our citizens to see the Pha 
launx—in which the sires and grand- 
sires of many of the active citizens 
have drilled and done faithful duty for 
the State—coming up again, alter sev 
eral months of inactivity.” (Middlesex 
Journal, Oct. 10, 1858 ) The cele 
brated caterer, I’. B. Smith, furnished 
the refreshments. In the evening a 
‘brilliant ball took place in Lyceum 
Hall, as « conclusion to the oceasiun. 

Miss Hardinge (Spiritualist) gave a 
series of lectures in Lyceum Hall at 
this period. The Journal editor com- 
mented on her ability thua:*'Sho is 
one of the moat graceful, emphatic and 
powerful public speakers, male or fe- 
male, we ever listened to.’ He would 
not offer any opinion on the value of 
her theories, but would commend her 
‘*aplendid oratory.” 

The Myers’ Sisters, a number of 
little girle, between the ages of eleven 
and nine years, gave a concert in Ly- 
ceum Hall, Oct 25, 1858 

Father Kemp's “Old Folks’ (of 
Reading) made their third appearance 
in Woburn, Oct, 25, 1858, and the 
audience filled Lyceum Hall to over- 
flowing. Their costume was iu bur- 
lerque, but represented the age when 
their music was in vogue. ‘The editor 
of the local paper favored the style of 
dress, and preferred it to prevalent 
fashions. **The large bonnets aud 
calashes were not half go rediculous as 
the half of-a-clam shell style now stuck 
upon tha back side of the head,” etc. 

The following notice is worthy of 
presentation for historical purposes. 
Budget, Nov. 12, 1858 

‘*Woburn in 1820. Some months 
since we had the pleasure of examin- 
ing a view of Woburn, sketched in 
1820, by our townsman, Bowen Buck 
mao, Esq., aod the truthfulness of the 
drawiog ig a testimony to the artistic 
skill of that gentleman. The drawing 
has been recently. copied by Mr. M 
M Tidd, in India ink, and makes a 
very nice picture. We learn that Mr. 
T. designs drawing it on stone, if a 
sufficient number ot subscribers can be 
obtained A copy of this and the view 
takeu by Mr. Tidd some three years 
since, should hang in every parlor iv 
town.” 

Rev. Lawrence Carroll, pastor of the 
Catholic Church in Woburn, died at 
hia residence ia East Cambridge, Nov 
28,1858 The funeral service took 
place in East Cambridge, on the 26th 
inst., at the St John’s church of which 
he was ulso Pastor. 

A vew article known as Franklin 
Coal was introduced in Woburn in 
December, 1858, and proved to be su 
perior to any eoal hitherto nsed. A 
cargo had been received by Mr. A. H. 
Hayward, 

One of the advertisers in the Budget 
for Dec. 17, 1858, is alive in 1911: — 
B T. H. Porter, successor to E 
Hinck!ey, insurance, Bank Block: Wo 
buro. He had recently purchased the 
interest of Mr. Hinckley, and had en- 
larged the business. 

The talented T. Starr King lectured 
in Woburn Dec. 16, 1858. The hall 
wus ‘crowded to overflowing, as it 
always is when this prince of lecturers 
i# announced.” ‘Chis eminent geunitle- 
mun preached his first sermon, the 
first he ever preached, before the Uuni- 
tarian Oburch in Woburn, in 1848 

Miss Abby W. Horne (later the wife 
of Charles A. Sweetser) presented, in 
December, 1858, us the speaker for a 
pumber of ladies, a case for the Bible, 
presented to the Niagara Engine Com 
pauy some time before. In this month 
also, an ice train from the Horn Pood 
Railroad collided with a passenger train 
from Woburn on the branch line. No 
person was éeriously injured, but busi- 
ness was stopped for «a time on the 
road, At this time, also, an organiz- 
ation for debating was formed called 
the Woburn Institute. 

Hulled corn was an article ou sale io 
Woburn by R. P. Crosby in December, 
1858, carried around from house to 
house, with milk. The words of a 
popular song of that day began: 

"Come buy, come buy hulled corn!" 

A Watch Meeting was held on the 
last night of the year 1858, at the Wo- 
burn Mothodist Chapel, beginuing ut 
nine o'clock.

MODES OF TRAVEL. 


From the Jaunting Car to the Modern 
Electric Railway. 

The tirst jaunting car was establish- 
ed in Ireland in 1815 by a Milanese, 
Carlo Bianconi, who settled in Dublin 
and drove every day to Caher and 
back, charging twopence a mile. From 
this small beginning in 18387 he had 
established sixty-seven conveyances, 
drawn by 900 horses. 

The extension of modern manufac- 
turing towns and cities demanded still 
greater conveniences, which were sup 
plied at first by the omnibus lines, 
which up to 1860 were the chief means 
of urban and interurban transporta- 
tion. To these succeeded the street 
railroad, traversed by cars drawn by 
one or more horses, and these in turn 
beeame wholly inadequate to meet the 
demand of the suburban districts. 

The cable ear, drawn by underground 
eable, was the next innovation, but 
this about 1880 to 1890 was supplanted 
by the electric trolley lines, and these 
ugain were supplemented in many cit- 
jes by elevated and subway lines in 
which the cars were propelled by elec 
tricity supplied by a third rail. This 
latter device has already been applied 
to extended lines of railroads, and it 
is not unlikely that the present cen- 
tury will witness the electrification of 
most of the railroad lines in thickly 
settled countries.—National Magazine.

COROT SAVED THE TILE. 


He Turned a High Hat Tragedy Inte a 
Work of Art. 

An interesting relic of Corot is to be 
seen in the gullery of a picture denier 
in the Champs Eaysees. It takes the 
form of a wooden frame incloging a 
gray high hat of a style “now forgot- 
ten quite.” A card explains that “tils 
lnndscnpe in the crown of the bat is 
guiranteed to be a genuine work of 
Corot." 

Ole sees In the hat a rapid study of 
tae otost ‘The artist bas utillzed the 
blue silk huiug of the hat to improvise 
at bewutiful sky of summer refleeted in 
the peaceful water below. Upon the 
bank are three trees and a picturesque 
Saracen tower, while white clouds 
imong the blue complete the acene. 

Readers must not jump to the conclu- 
sion that this hat landscape is an ex- 
utuple of the eccentricity of genius. It 
is the result of what appeated to be 
the tragedy of a “white” hat which 
belonged to a friend of the nmaster. 
The friend, calling on Corot, happened 
to place his brand new hat near the 
easel. In extending the hand Corot's 
brush fell into the hat, leaving an in- 
delible mark. 

A cry of despair followed, not ex- 

actly that which a high authority has 
told us is uttered when husbands or 
lap dogs breathe their last, but never- 
theless it was a despairing cry, “My 
liat is spoiled!" 
' “Not at all,’ said Corot, bursting into 
4 hearty laugh. “I will soon put that 
all right.” The painter brushed away 
the daub caused by the accident, and 
in a few minutes the picture was com- 
plete, and the owner of the bat left the 
studio with o much more valuable 
chapeau than that with which he en- 
tered.—London Globe. 


CORAL REEFS. 


They Cannot Form in the Line of a 
Fresh Water Flow. 

Coral reefs surround many of the is- 
lands in the Pacific. They protect the 
lowlunds from the washing of the 
waves, and the still waters inclosed by 
them nre the only harbors of refuge 
for ships. The reefs themselves fur- 
uish the greatest peril to navigation, 
und if there were no inlet ‘through 
which a vessel could enter their pro- 
tected circle they would be a danger 
und nothing else. 

But ulmost every reef has such an in- 
let. It is a necessary result of the laws 
under which the forces of nature work. 
To understand this we must see how 
these reefs are formed. 

Chemically the reef corals are almost 
pure carbonate of lime, the substance 
of ordinary Iimestone aiid marble. The 
reef grows as the shell of the ofster 
or of any other shellfish grows. 4t is 
itself the common and undivided shell 
of innumerable polypl. og minute in- 
sects, which are being repfdédtited and 
ure dying in successive generations. 

These tiny beings get alb their lving 
from the waters of the sea. Ht is from 
this source also that they derive the 
salts of lime from which they secrete 
the bony structure that remains after 
the animal is dead. 

The coral polypi cannot lve in fresh 
water, Their food supply is brought 
to them by the waves and currents of 
the sea. As a result, it is found that 
directly opposite the mouth of a stream 
from the island the reef does not grow. 
rhere will be the inlet to the inclosed 
watera.—Harper's Weekly. 

The Matches We Burn. 

It hus been estfmated that for each 
minute of time the civilized nations of 
the world strike 3,000,000 matches. 
This is said to be the averuge for every 
minute of the twenty-four hours of the 
day, Fifteen hundred billion is the 
number for the entire year, and those 
persons who live under the American 
flag ure charged with the;consumption 
of one-half of this amount. Small and 
insignificant as it is, the. match de- 
twnands as much attention In the choice 
of woods involved as any, otber forest 
product. Only the choicest portions of 
the best trees are suitable. Sapwood 
und knotty or cross grained wood will 
not do. Instead of being a byproduct 
the little match is turned out in mills 
where the byproducts fre bulky ob- 
jects like doors, sash, shingles, sidings, 
posts und cordwood. The pines, lin- 
jen, aspen, white cedar, poplar, birch 
and willow are the most suitable match 
Umbers.—Chicago News,

It happened 
that the friend to whom the challenge 
was intrusted, Douglas Kinnaird, was 
too sensible to deliver it, and so the 
duel never got beyond the merest pre- 
Nminaries. Southey nevertheless, tn 
full expectation of the challenge. bad 
prepared a letter to send in reply. 
This letter J. Roger Rees quotes in 
“The Pleasures of a Bookworm.” It 
follows: 

“Sir—1 have the honor of acknowl 
edging the receipt of your letter and 
do myself the pleasure of replying to 
It without delay. 

“In affairs of this kind the partners 
ought to meet upon equal terms. But 
to establish the equality between you 
and me there are three things which 
ought to be done, and then a fourth 
nilso becomes necessary before I can 
meet you on the field. 

“First.—You must marry and have 
four children. Please be particular 
in having them all girls. 

“Becond.—You must prove that the 
greater part of the provision which 
you make for them depends upon your 
life, and you must be under a bond of 
£4,000 not to be hanged, not to com 
init suicide und not to be killed in a 
duel, which are the conditions upon 
which I have effected an insurance of 
my own life for the benefit of my 
wife and daughters.

“That you must convert me from the 
Christian religion. 

“Till all this Is accomplished our dis- 
pute must be carried on without the 
use of any more iron than Is neces- 
sary for blackening our ink and mend- 
{ing our pens or any more lead than 
enters Into the composition of the Ed- 
Juburgh Review.

ture of paper boxes. This assortment 
of machines is absolutely necessary, 
for the number of styles of cardboard 
boxes used for packing all sorts of 
articles is without Hmit. 

According to the Edison Monthly, one 
industry alone, the making of pens, 
pencils and erasers, requires boxes of 
4,000 different sizes and shapes. 

Paper box making, one of the new 
but important industries of this coun- 
try, has made its grentest progress 
during the last half century and par 
ticularly within the last twenty years, 
after modern machinery had been in- 
troduced. The business has assumed 
wonderful proportions in New York

One hundred years ago there was no 
such thing as a paper box.

From this was evOlved the idea of 
scoring the paper so both the sides 
and ends folded up and then gluing the 
ends together. That was the way the 
first paper boxes were made, and tt 
was years before any marked improve 
ment was made. In those days n knife, 
a pair of shears, a kettle of paste ano 
a straightedge, with a supply of boa 
board were sufficient equipment te 
start a man in business.

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FREEZING WATER. 


How the Growth of Ice Crystals May 
Be Made Plainly Visible. 

It is not commonly known that fresh 
water may sometimes be “colder than 
ice’ and that the growth of ice crys- 
tals may be made plainly visible. An 
Interesting experiment to show this 
may easily be made. 

Fill a clean pint bottle with distilled 
water. Make a hole in the stopper 
large enough to 
pass through it. The kind of ther- 
mometer used in physical laboratories 
is most convenient. Insert the stopper 
In the bottle and let the thermometer 
reach nearly to the bottom. Pack 
snow or ice and salt round the bottle 
as you would pack an ice cream 
freezer. If the bottle is not jarred 
the temperature may be seen to drop 
fevernl degrees below the freezing 
point without freezing the water, 

If the stopper and thermometer are 
now removed and a small piece of ice 
free from any trace of salt is inserted 
in the bottle and pushed down into 
the water, crystals of ice may be seen 
to shoot out in all directions from tt. 

After this experiment has been made 
it will be interesting to observe the 
much slower growth of tce crystals in 
the quiet pools of clear water that you 
sometimes see in spring and fall, and 
you will have some understanding of 
the network of ice girders which ts 
beneath the ice coating of small ponds.

COFFEE BERRIES. 


Round Kernels Are Stronger and Rich- 
er Than Flat Ones. 
Everybody ts more or tess familiar 
with the term “mate berry” applied to 
coffee. The term refers to the form 

and style, not the sex 

An examination of any kind of coffee 
will show that about one kernel in ev- 
ery twenty-five fs quite round, like a 
bean, while all the others are flat on 
one side, like the balf of a split bean 
These round or male berries are always 
found on the young, vigorous, new 
wood of the previous year's growth at 
the end of the branches. 

The old wood produces flat berries 
only. Each “pod” or fruit of the coffee 
tree contains either two common flat 
berries or but one round one, The 
substance of the fruit in the one case 
nll goes Into the single male berry, and 
in the other it is divided among two 
flat ones 

This undoubtedly accounts for the 
greater strength and richness of the 
male berry In private plantations, 
where the trees are cnrefully pruned 
and cared for and the ground well cul- 
tivated and fertilized, the coffee is al- 
ways of finer quality and the propor- 
tion of male berries is larger 

The round berries may be seen in all 
kinds of coffee, Rio, Ceylon, Maracaibo, 
Mocha «and other varieties contain 
them as well as the Java.—Exchange. 


CALIFORNIA’S BIG TREES. 


They Were First Seen by a White Man, 
John Bidwell, In 1841, 

It was on June 20, 1841, that John 
Sidwell discovered the “big trees" of 
Californian He was the first white 
man, so far us we know, who ever be- 
held those inonarehs of the forest. 

Nine years Jater a bunter named 
Dowd wus led into the company of the 
forest kings by a bear that he was 
chasing, and it was by Dowd that the 
knowledge of the monster trees wis 
spread abroad, but to Bidwell belongs 
the distinction of having been the first 
civilized mun to gauze upon the wonder: 
ful trees 

The “big trees," as the mighty se 
quoia are called, are found in Calave- 
ras. county, Cal, chiefly in two 
“groves,” the Calaveras und the Mari 
posa, at an altitude of about 5,000 feet 
above the sen. They are probably the 
remains of extensive woods belonging 
to an long past epoch, Unfortunately 
few of them are left, there being only 
a few hundred all told. 

These mighty conifers are easily the 
most remarkable of all trees both in 
age and in bulk. ‘They are from 200 to 
400 feet in height and from 15 to 40 
feet in diameter,—Loulsville Herald. 

Chinese Cormplexions, 

A French writer bas given in La 
Presse Medicale the results of bis ob- 
servations on massage in China. He 
remarks that the exquisite complexion 
of the young Chinese women is due 
not to enumeling, as has been sus- 
pected, but to careful manipulation of 
the face done by expert masseuses. 
They begin by a gentle pinching of the 
cheeks between the tips of their fin- 
gers, which lasts fully ten minutes, 
then apply lotions on absorbent cotton, 
then an unguent, and finish by knead- 
ing the cheeks with an extreme dell- 
cacy of touch, always proceeding from 
the nose and commissures of the lips 
toward the ears. This is a harmless 
and physiologically correct process 
which can be recommended {fn cases, 
rarer thin they should be, where the 
physician is consulted concerning a 
faded or otherwise unattractive com- 
plexion.

The uppearance of Gabriel to Mary 
with the wonderful announcement, the

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ELECTRIC 1ERMS, 


The Units of Measurement and 
What They Mean. 


AMPERES, VOLTS AND WATTS. 


Broadly Speaking, Amperes Indicate 
Volume, Volts Measure Pressure and 
Watts Show the Resulting Quantity. 
The Kilowatt Hour, 


It has been estimated that the time 
and labor wasted by those engaged in 
selling electricity in trying to make 
their customers understand a kilowatt 
would suflice to build a string of pyra- 
mids from New York to Sau Francisco, 
writes Allen Hollis. The discouraging 
feature of the task is that after all this 
effort the customer still remains igno 
rant and cherishes the delusion that 
the method of electric mensurement ts 
a devious device for concealing nefart- 
ous practices by the electric light com 
panies, 

The average American is perfectly 
satistied to buy gas by the foot, traus- 
portation by the mile and telephones 
by the month, but watts look suspicious 
and kilowatts totally depraved. This 
difliculty might have been avoided if 
the eminent scientists who first adopt 
ed these accurate and to them conven 
jent terms had been 
the rest of the world bow to compute 
electric quantity in feet and inches or 
barrels and quarts. Lacking this, peo 
ple are left to struggle with their mys 
terious method of mensurements. 

The kilo is an old friend (or ancient 
enemy, if you will) borrowed from the 
metric system. 

This leads to the definition of a watt 
But in order to know watts one must 
first learn about the two other mem- 
bers of the family, amperes und volts 
Broadly speaking, amperes measure 
volume, volts pressure and watts the 
resulting quantity. 

In order to get a tangible idea of 
the ampere, electricity may be com- 
pared with water flowing through a 
pipe. In this illustration the ampere 
will represent the volume of water, 
which is determined by the size of the 
pipe, but this should not be confused 
with the size of the electric wire, 
which has nothing to do with the pres 
ent problem. The ampere then meas- 
ures the volume of current flowing in 
the wire at a given time. ‘The quanti- 


ty of energy flowing will depend upon | 


the other factor, which is expressed 
in volts, 


The volt may be considered the meas- 


ure of pressure or intensity. In the | 


illustration of water flowing through a 
pipe the pressure is commonly express 
ed in pounds to the square inch. With 
electric energy the sume idea is ex- 
pressed in volts. It is evident that the 
quantity of water tlowing in a pipe of 
a given size will increase as the pres 
sure increases. In a similar way the 
quantity of electricity increases in ex- 
act proportion to the electric pressure 
of voltage, and this quantity is meas- 
ured by watts. 

The quantity (watts) of electricity 
delivered over a single circuit is the 
direct product of the volume (amperes) 
multiplied by the pressure (volts). In 
other words, amperes multiplied by 
volts equals watts 

The illustration serves to indicate the 
theory of electric measurement. It is 
likely, however, to be misleading un- 
less the fact is kept in mind that wa 
ter is material, while electricity mani- 
fests itself only 
of affecting visible things. It 
the filament in un incandescent 
and gives us light, it turns our motors, 
it magnetizes telephone und telegraph 
instruments, but always it conceals its 
own personality. 

In order to know what a 
tually is it is necessary to ascertain 
what it will do. A thousand (kilo) 
watts ure the mechanteal 
of one and one-third borsepower—that 
is, a mechanical horsepower equals 
746 watts of energy. Lighting circuits 
usually carry 110 to 120 yolts. An or 
dinary sixteen candle power 
tukes a little less than half an ampere 
in volume and consequently consumes 
ubout fifty watts of current, With the 
tungsten lamp the rating by watts in 
stead of candle power bas been intro- 
duced and bids fair to become univer 
sally adopted 

Being thus furnished with a stand 
ard of measurement it is necessary 
only to multiply the amount employed 
(commonly called 
number of hours of use tu get the ac- 
tual quantity consumed in watt hours, 
The sixteen candle power lamp, with 
its fifty watts capacity, consumes fifty 
watt hours each bour it is used. The 
customary unit of consumption is the 
kilowatt bour, (1.000 watts used one 
hour), and the lamp will consume this 
quantity in twenty hours The or 
dinary electric meter (recording watt 
meter) records automatically the num 
ber of kilowatt hours used, being op 
erated by a mechanism which runs ut 
a speed which corresponds to the ca

“Old Mill Sites” written by

Here Charles Goodyear, a man of 
high character and patient persist- 
ence, so poor that he applied for 
public aid in Woburn in 1840, 
mide his great discovery of the 
vulcanization of rubber, and out 
of his success have come various 
forms or qualities of rubber that 
have blessed and enriched man- 
kind. Mr, Goodyear had trouble 
in maintainivg his rights to his 
discoveries, and it has been 
claimed that he received small re- 
turns from his unwearied and 
heoric patience. But somewhere 
it is stated, that at his death in 
1860, he had a fortune of 385,000 
dollars.” 

We have been told many times 
by intelligent Woburn people 
that Goodyear, after years of 
fruitless experimenting, accident- 
ally made his discovery in a 
country store one wiuter evening 
at Woburn Centre by thoughtless- 
ly throwing asmall piece of India 
rubber on top of a hot stove and 
having his attention called to the 
peculiar effects, and caused him 
to cry out ‘*Eureka !”

In Brittany all peasants carry their 
own knives, and, as for forks, they 
have no use for them, George Whar 
ton Edwards tells in “Brittany and the 
Bretons" of a visit to an inn where he 
met with the proverbial Breton hospi 
tality. 

An old withered Breton woman sat 
nt the fireside busily knitting at a jer: 

of hive wool, and three men sat at 
feet \soylag some sort of game with 
dotiiios. ‘ihe men gave no apparent 
heed to our entrance, but I knew we 
were being discussed in their patois. 

We usked for bread, butter and a 
piteber of cider, which was forthcom- 
ing. but no knives were brought. Not- 
Ing our predicament, the three men at 
olice produced their knives, immense 
horn handled affairs, and after wiping 
them very carefully and considerately 
on thelr coat sleeves they opened and 
proffered them to us. 

“And now, madame,” sald I, “what 
shall | pay you?” 

“Five sous for the cider, m’sieur. 
There is no charge for the bread, for is 
not that the gift of bon Dieu?"

THE ROCK PTARMIGAN. 


A Bird of Storms and Ice, Raw Mists 
and Bleak Winds. 

In order to make the acquaintance 
of the ptarmigan It ts necessary either 
to Journey into the snows and tice of 
the far north or to climb up to the 
very highest glacier valleys among the 
frozen peaks of the Rockies or Cns- 
cudes, where circumpolar conditions 
are reproduced, While this curious 
bird Is essentially a subaretic type, it 
is occasionally found among the Iso- 
luted fields of eternal snow as far 
south as Colorado and northern New 
Mexico, 

The rock ptarmigan {is a bird of 
storms and ice and raw mists and 
bleak winds, In the summer gray ox 
the rocks among which he lives, in 
winter white as the whirling snows In 
the midst of which he survives after 
every other feathered Hving thing, 
suve only the fearless engle, has fled 
to the lower valleys. 

His brother, the willow ptarmigan. 
lives lower down by 500 or 1,000 feet, 
among the dwarfed shrubs’ which 
mark the upper edges of tree life, 
and, while similar in size and struc- 
ture, Is of a less somber plumage 
und more friendly disposition than the 
shostly gray specter of the upper 
world, the rock ptarmigan. The males 
of the willow ptarmignan especially are 
beautiful birds, brownisb gray upon 
the backs and wings, with rich red- 
dish brown thronts almost chestnut 
in color and dazzling white breasts.— 
Country Life In America. 


Vielins Old and New. 

There is a general ‘impression that 
very old violins and yioloncellos ure 
much superior in tone to similar instru 
ments of modern construction. The 
point was debated by a,number of 
Paris musicians, who decided in favor 
of the modern instrument..’ 8!x uncient 
violoncellos were chosen, including a 
Stradivarius, a Theckler, a Cappa, a 
Pressenda and a Guarnerius, together 
with six modern instruments. These 
were played alternately by Senor Ca 
sals, who was hidden from sight, the 
instruments being indicated to the jury 
by a number and marks awarded 
according to beauty of tone, The 
modern Instruments aggregated 1,484 
marks and the ancient instruments 
only 888, although the six ancient 'cel- 
los represented a value of £6,000 and 


the modern ones £160.—London Ex- 
press. 

A Chinese Columbus, 
According to a Chinese chronicler, 


Hui Sen, who lived in the sixth cen- 
tury of the Christian era, North Amer- 
fen was known to the Chinese under 
the name of Fusang or Fusu. It was 
suid to be a continent lying 6,500 miles 
) the east of Asia. The chronicle states 
that in the year 453 five Buddhist 
priests sailed from China for Fusu, 
lunding in Mexico, where they taught 
their religion fo the natives, built tem 
ples and set up enormous statues of 
their gods all over the country. Traces 
of a Mongolian civilization have been 
found in Mexico, There exists in par- 
tecular a statue of a god rescmbling 
hot the Aztec god, but one of the gro- 
tesque deities of the Chinese.—Har- 
per's.

From Sailing on Time. 

Soston harbor froze over in January 
of 184, and the advertised sailing of 
the Britunnin, then in dock, seemed 
surely to be tinpossible. But the mer 
chants of Boston would not bave tt so. 
They met and voted to cut a way, at 
thelr own expense, through the tce, 
that the steamer might sail practically 
on time 

The contract for cutting the neces- 
bary Chunnels was given to merchants 
engaged, like Prederick Tudor, in the 
export of ice, but not ice cut from the 
harbor, Their task was to cut within

ployed. The ice was from six to twelve

As the Advertiser of Feb, 2, 1844, de-

It Has Frequently Expelled Members 
Legally Qualified to Sit. 

The assumption mide {in more than 
one daily journal that the house of 
commons cunnot expel 1» member who 
is “legally” qualified to sit Is not war- 
runted by precedent, the only authort- 
ty to which the commons bow, says an 

English writer

Something over a century ago a maid- 
en judy named Hinchelwood, the lust 
of her line, died on her estate in 
the environs of London. The property 
Was put on the market for sale, and, 
since the neighborhood was an aristo- 
cratic one in which a few old families 
hud for many yeurs resided, it was 
deemed undesirable by the other land 
holders in the vicinity that the Hinch- 
elwood estate should pass into the 
hinds of « parvenu or be built upon 
for business or manufacturing pur- 
poses.

living, Nicholas Baxter, aged ninety- 
two years, nnd Timothy Ogilsby, aged 
ninety-two years and six months. 

Ilere was $5,000,000 dependent upon 
two lives that were sure soon to go out, 
It was to be expected that those who 
were heirs to these persons should take 
a marked interest in their longevity.

Dr. Seurle’s interest was*excited. 

“Now, I have read,” continued SMiiss 
Hinchelwood, “in maguzines and other 
places of the wonderful work you are 
doing here in this institute. I under- 
stand that you ure studying the very 
source of life. I have come to you to 
ask if you know of any method of pro- 
Jonging nu life that must soon pass 
from the body.” 

Dr. Searle leaned back in his chair, 
looked at the ceiling, then at the 
speaker, und said: 

“Well, go on." 

“These two old menu are likely to 
die within a few days, hours, minutes 
or even seconds of each ether. Who- 
ever survives the other owns the es- 
fate, which he may transmit to his 
heirs or, rather, bas already willed. 
One in my interest {nu London has in- 
formed me that unfair means will be 
used to keep Mr. Baxter's death 1 se- 
cret in case he dies before Mr. Ogils- 
by.

Text of the Lesson, Mal. iii, 1 to iv, 3 
(Instead of Review)—Memory Verses, 
iii, 16, 17—Golden Text, Mal. 7. 
Commentary Prepared by Rev. D. M. 
Stearns. 


Although a portion of this prophecy 
has been assigned as our lesson, the 
lesson suggesta a study of the whole 
prophecy. The words “my messenger” 
of ill, 1, are just a translation of the 
word “Malachi” of 1, 1, and through the 
messenger we learn “the burden of the 
word of the Lord,” which ts, “1 
loved you” (i, 2). We are reminded of 
Deut, vil, G8, where the only reason 
given why the Lord chose them for a 


have 


special people unto Himself is “because 
the Lord loved you.’ Compare Jer 
xxxi, 3; John iil, 16; xill, 1; xv, 93 1 
John 1, 16. Who Is this that so loves 
unlovely people? Even He who says: 
“Lam a great King. My name shall be 
great among the nations. I am the 
Lord. I change not” (i, 11, 14; fll, 6). 
What does He ask In return for such 
love?) Simply that they hear His mes 
sage, lay it to heart and give glory to 
His name, walking with Him in peace 
and equity, even as Levi did (il, 2, 5, 6), 
bringing in all the tithes and proving 
iim as ready to pour upon them more 
Diessing than they could receive (ill, 
10), for He able to exceeding 
abundantly above all we ask or think 
(Eph, tii, 20). How did they requite 
euch love? They despised His name 
by offering pollated bread upon His al- 
tar, by offering the blind, the lame and 
the sick for sacrifice; by offering to the 
Lord what they would not offer their 
earthly ruler and by calling all their 
so called service a weariness (i, 6-8, 12, 
13). They wearied the Lord with their 
words, saying, “Every one that doeth 
evil is good in the sight of the Lord, 
and he delighteth in them’ (ii, 17). 
They robbed the Lord of hosts in 
tithes and offerings and yet said, 
“Wherein have we robbed thee?” They 
said, “It is vain to serve God, and 
what profit is it that we have kept His 
ordinance and walked mournfully be 
fore Him?" They called the proud 
happy and set up those who wrought 
wickedness (ili, 8, 13-15). 

Yet He said: “Return unto Me, and 
I will return unto you. I will rebuke 
the devourer, and all nations shall call 
you blessed, for ye shall be a delight 
some lind, saith the Lord of hosts” (iil, 
7, 12). He is the same as when He 
pleaded with them before the captiv- 
ity, saying, “O Israel, thou hast de 
stroyed thyself, but in Me ts thine 
help.” “O Israel, return unto the Lord 
thy God, for thou hast fallen by thine 
iniquity” (Hos. xiii, 9; xiv, 1). “Return, 
thou backsliding Israel, saith the Lord, 
* * * only acknowledge thine in- 
iguity. * * * Turn, O backsliding 
children, * * * for I am = married 
unto you” (Jer, iil, 12-14). In the 
midst of all the unbelief there was, 
as there always has been and will be, 
a iaithful remnant referred to in ili, 16, 
“Then they that feared the Lord spake 
often one to another, and the Lord 
hearkened and heard it, and a book of 
remembrance was written before Him 
for them that feared the Lord, and 
that thought upon His name.” I have 
quoted the whole verse, for it seems 
so marvelous that God should keep a 
special record of those who even think 
upon Him. Many have been comfort 
ed by this blessed assurance. Then 
see lfow Ile speaks of them in verse 
17, “My jewels,” or, as in the margin, 
and the following passages, “Special 
treasure’ (Nx. xix, Ps. cxxxy, 4; 
Deut. vil, 6; xiv, 2, xxvi, 18). Compare 1 
Pet. ii, 9; Jolin xvii, 28; Tit. il, 14, re 
vised version. The return of verse 18 
is that which is more fully described 
in chapter iv and referred to in Matt. 
xxv, 31; Col. ili, 4; I] Thess. i, 7-10; 
Rey. xix, 11; Ps. 1, 1-6. It is the com 
jug of Christ with His saints of Zech 
xiv, 5; I Thess. til, 18, and the forme: 
passages just quoted when with His 
redeemed He will execute His 
judgments on the ungodly and show 
mercy to His land and His people, It 
will be the day of vengeance upon His 
enemies und the time of redemption 
for Israel (Isa, xxxiv, 8; xxxv, 4; Ixill, 
4). When He shall come the Sun 
of Righteousness (xiv, 2) then shall the 
righteous shine forth as the sun (Matt. 
xiii, 4) and the brightness of the 
firmament (Dan. xii, 3). There will be, 
however, an event to precede that 
which not mentioned in the Old 
Testament, the first stage of His re 
turn, His welcome to His elect church 
out of all nations in tite air when He 
shall be to them as the morning star, 
which Is always seen before the sun 
rising (Rey. xxii, 16; il, 26-28). It is 
after the removal of the chureh (1 
Thess. iv, 10-18; I Cor. xv, 51, 52; Rev 
iv and y) that the great und dreadful 
day of the Lord, so often mentioned in 
the prophets and fully described tn 
Rev. vi to xviil, shall on the 
aarth. Then shall Israel be purified, 
according to iff, 2, 8; Iv, 5. G: Zech 
xiii, 8,0. John the Baptist, who eame 
Mn the spirit and power of Elijah to 
Herald the first coming of Christ, was 
the messenger of chapter ii, 1, and 
the voice of Isa. xl, 8, but the real 
Plijah will be the herald of Christ's 
second coming in glory to judge the 
nations and set up His kingdom with 
redeemed Israel as the center in their 
own land and Jerusalem the throne 
of the Lord (Isa. Ix, 21; Jer, 11, 17). It 
was after John the Baptist had been 
beheaded that the Lord Jesus sald, 
“Elijah truly shall first come and re- 
store all things,”
